iNtRODUdiroRr  observation. 


* 

7'  H E difeafes  which  are  denominated 
in  Bengal^  Pucka,  Jungle,  and  Hill  Fevers, 
and  which  appear  to  be  the  fame  diforder, 
•with  fome  variation  of  local  circumfances,  are 
efeemed  the  mofi  fatal  for?ns  of  fever  in  that 
climate. 

It  may  be  fufficient  to  notice  further^  that 
the  following  cafes  were  taken  down  at  one  of 
the  mofl  healthy  fiations  of  the  upper  provitices, 
where  the  relapfes  took  place^  under  the  ob~ 
fervation  and  treatment  of  the  compiler,  to- 
wards the  termination  of  the  hot  and  com- 
mencement of  the  wet  feafons}  about  twenty 
months  after  the  frjl  attacks  at  Chitterpoor. 
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CASE  I. 

B.  s dccount  hts  Jornter  ’jungle 
communicated  by  himfelf. 

TH  E firE  lymptoms  of  my  illnefs  at 
Chitterpore  (about  20  months  ago) 
were  exadly  fimilar  to  what  I lately  ex-^ 
perienced  at  this  place,  viz.  violent  pains 
in  my  bones  and  loins,  attended  with  a head- 
ach— They  began  in  the  morning  and  con^ 
tinned  till  the  day  following,  when  I was 
feized  with  a feyere  fit  of  the  ague,  which 
lafted  two  hours;  after  this  a fever  follow- 
ed, which  did  not  abate  for  feveral  hours, 
an  then  went  off  but  llowly,  by  means  of 
a gentle  perfpiratlon;  for  though  endeavours

^ ^ ‘ the 
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the  emetic  or  purgative  kind,  ever  afFedt  me 
‘ in  the  manner  I have  heard  others  deferibe, 
‘ that  is,  by  difeharging  either  upwards  or 
‘ downwards  great  quantities  of  bile.  I am 
‘ commonly  in  all  cafes  difficult  to  move  by 
‘ medicine;  but,  notwithftanding  this  remark 
‘ is  applicable  to  myfelf,  yet  I think  it  is  im- 
‘ poffible  to  fay  that  phylic,  which  apparent- 
‘ ly  operates  fo  little  to  the  purpofe  at  the 

* moment,  does  not  ultimately  obtain  its  end, 
‘ though  by  a flower  and  lefs  perceptible  pro- 
‘ grefs.  At  leaft,  this,  if  one  may  judge  by 
‘ the  event  of  my  recovery,  muft  have  been 

* the  cafe  with  me.  I got  over  the  fir  ft 

* ague  and  fever  towards  the  evening  of  the 

* day  on  which  I was  attacked,  and  I re- 

* marked  it  came  on  again  the  next  day 

* nearly  about  the  fame  hour,  and  the  folio w- 
‘ ing  in  like  manner,  after  which  it  began  to 
‘ lofe  ground.  The  fits  were  by  no  means  fo 

* ftrbng,  and  they  began  later,  every  day  di- 
‘ minifhing  in  their  force  at  each  period,  till 
^ at  laft  they  returned  every  two  days  only, 

* and  then  fo  flight  as  to  have  no  other  effedt 
‘ than  that  of  keeping  me  in  a ftate  of  Ian- 

* guor  and  weaknefs.  The  pains  in  my  bones 
‘ had  ceafed  altogether,  but  the  head-ach  had 

* not  in  tire  ly  left  me.  I recolledl  that  the 

* fnrgeon  who  attended  me  was  averfe  to  an 

early 
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‘ early  ufe  of  the  bark,  being  fir  ft  defirous  of 

* removing  the  fever  and  its  caufe.  To  this 
‘ end  he  gave  me  powders  in  papers  to  be 
‘ taken  every  four  hours ; but  I do  not  know 
‘ their  quality ; and  their  effedt  in  operating 

* was  fo  flight  that  I do  nof  remember  the 

* nature  of  it.  When  I had  got  rid  of  the 
‘ fever,  I took  the  bark  daily  in  pretty  large 

* quantities.  I was  frequently  obliged  to  mix 
‘ rhubarb  with  it  to  prevent  its  making  me 
‘ too  eoftive.  If  I may  be  allowed  to  fpeak 
‘ from  what  I felt  and  experienced  myfelf  in 

* taking  the  bark,  I muft  confefs  I never 
‘ could  perceive  that  I ever  once  derived  the 

* fmalleft  benefit  from  it  j it  never  prevented 

* the  return  of  the  fever  with  me,  that  I can 
‘ recolledt.  Having  never  had  an  ague  and 

fever  in  my  life  before  the  above,  and  that 
‘ being  a pretty  fevere  one,  it  gave  my  whole 
‘ frame  a confiderable  fhock,  and  reduced  me 
‘ to  fo  low  a ftate  in  point  of  ftrength,  that 
two  months  afterwards,  when  almoft  every 

* fymptom  of  the  difqrder  had  left  me,  and 
^ my  appetite  returned  with  an  unufual  de- 
gree of  force,  I was  fcarcely  able  to  walk 

^ a quarter  of  a mile  at  once  without  refting ; 
however,  this  I got  over  too,  and  for  about 
fix  weeks  previous  to  leaving  Chitter- 
pore,  was  what  might  be  called  com- 

B .3  ‘ pletely 
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^ pletely  reftored.  The  only  inconvenience 
^ I felt,  and  which  I thought  would  wear  off 
‘ by  degrees,  was  a flight  feverifh  fenfation 

* about  the  full  and  change  of  the  moon, 

* and  which  generally  went  off  as  the  in- 

* fluence  of  that  planet  ceafed,  In  this  re- 
‘ covered  ftate  I quitted  Chitterpore,  and  as 

< I had  held  out  fo  long  without  a relapfe,  I 
‘ entertained  not  the  le^fl;  idea  of  being  again 
‘ regularly  attacked;  you  may  eafily  there- 
‘ fore  judge  of  my  furprize,  when  I found 
‘ myfelf  again  feized  with  the  ague,  and 
» that  too  on  the  very  firfl;  day  of  quitting 

* Chitterpore,  after  having  marched  eleven  or 

* twelve  miles  in  high  fpirits,  and  (as  I 
‘ thought)  good  health.  I breakfaflied  that 

< morning  as  ufual,  and  kept  well  till  about 
^ eleven  o’clock,  when  I began  to 'feel  that 
‘ kind  of  uncomfortable  coldnefs  which  al- 

* ways  precedes  an  ague.  I took  lome  w^tm 
‘ Madeira  and  water,  went  to  bed,  and  about 
‘ twelve  the  Ihaking  fit  came  on  with  con- 
‘ fiderable  violence.  I took  -an  emetic  in 
‘ fmall  quantities  for  leven  or  eight  hours 
‘ fuccelTively  before  it  operated;  and  then, 
‘ as  ufual,  only  water  came  off  my  flomach ; 

< however  it  threw  me  into  a perfpiration, 
f which  gave  me  eafe.  The  next  day  I was 
f feized  with  lefs  violence,  and  a little  later, 

‘ A ' ■ ' ^ an^ 
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and  the  day  following  ftill  flighter  and 
later;  after  which  it  ceafed,  and  in  three 
days  more  I was  fo  far  recovered  as  to  do 
my  duty  with  the  battalion.  The  £rft 
day’s  attack  was  nearly  about  the  time  of 
the  moon's  changing,  and  I recolle<fl  that 
after  I had  recovered,  I remained  in  the 
moft  perfedt  health  till  the  period  of  the 
enfuing  full  moon,  when  I was  again  taken 
ill,  but  the  fits  were  all  flight,  and  it  foon 
degenerated  into  a kind  of  continued  feverifh 
habit  rather  than  ftated  returns ; however, 
at  the  change,  I experienced  fmall  regular 
attacks  of  both  ague  and  fever.  From 
that  time  ^ I began  to  mend,  and  to  re-- 
cover  both  my  flrength  and  appetite. — I 
efcaped  the  next  full  of  the  moon,  but  was 
annoyed  at  the  change,  and  the  fits  were 
rather  ftrong.  I recovered  again,  and, 
having  miffed  the  periods  of  the  moon 
three  or  four  times  fucceflively,  got  fo  far 
the  better  of  it  as  to  be  able  to  do  my 
duty.  This  career  of  good  health  lafted 
but  a fortnight.  The  moon  began  once 
more  to  exert  her  unfavourable  influence, 
and  I had  three  or  four  very  fmart  attacks 
of  both  fever  and  ague.  This  was  about 
lafl:  April  twelvemonth,  fince  which  I have 
experienced  no  return  of  what  could  be 

B 4 ‘ deemed 
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* deemed  a regular  fit  of  either  ague  or  fever. 

‘ It  dwindled  into  a fettled  feverifii  habit, 

* which  continued  for  feveral  months  con- 
‘ fiantly  upon  me,  and  the  fenfations  were 
‘ generally  fironger  at  the  different  periods 
‘ of  the  moon,  as  above  defcribed.  For 
‘ thefe  lafi:  fix  or  eight  months  it  has  been 
‘ gradually  lelfening,  and  fome times  leaves 
‘ me  altogether  for  a few  days.  I think  I 
‘ have  felt  lefs  of  it  fince  my  arrival  here 
^ than  at  any  former  period  of  the  fame  du- 

* ration,  and  I am  in  hopes,  by  thefe  pro- 
‘ greflive  diminutions,  that  it  will  foon  be 
‘ entirely  eradicated. — Thus  I have  endea- 
^ voured,  as  far  as  my  memory  enabled  me, 
^ to  give  you  fome  idea  of  the  progrefs  of 

* my  illnefs  from  its  commencement.  I am 
^ afraid  you  will  find  it  very  inaccurate  and 
‘ unfatisfa(ftory,  more  efpecially  under  the 

* head  of  medicine,  on  which  point  I confefs 
‘ I have  been  very  deficient ; you  muft  not, 

* however,  impute  this  to  any  negledl  of 
‘ mine,  but  to  the  fadt  as  it  really  happen- 
‘ ed,  viz.  my  actually  not  having  taken  me- 

* dicines  either  in  fuch  quantities,  or  in  fo 
‘ regular  a manner  as  people  commonly  do 
‘ in  limilar  fituations. 

* The  furgeon  who  attended  me  was  fre- 
< quently  fo  HI  himfelf  as  to  be  incapable  of 

* affording 
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‘ affording  '^ftance.  This,  together 

« wit'  crie  itiov  ients  of  the  battalion  from 
‘ place  t6  placCyj  prevented  my  being  put  un- 
* ^ der  fuch  a.  regular  and  uniform  eourfe  of 
* treatment  as  might  have  been  neceffary, 

‘ and  was  the  caufe  alfo  of  my  taking  very 
‘ little  medicine,  fometimes  only  what  was 
‘ barely  requifite  to  keep  my  body  open. 

‘ July  1 6th,  1790.’ 

» 

June  30th,  1790.  A.  B.  a commiffioned 
officer,  about  forty  years  of  age,  was  feized 
this  morning  with  very  violent  pains  in  his 
head,  loins,  knee-joints  and  legs,  attended 
with  great  refllefsnefs.  About  two  o’clock, 
P.  M.  he  began  to  take  a folution  of  an 
ounce  of  falts  and  five  grains  of  emetic  tartar 
in  a bottle  full  of  water,  a Madeira  glafs  full 
every  quarter  of  an  hour.  His  pulfe  was 
fomewhat  accelerated,  and  rather  full;  his 
fkin  moifi:  and  cool.  He  has  been  in  a pro- 
fufe  perfpiration. 

July  I ft.  He  was  not  moved  by  the  me- 
dicine till  one  o’clock  this  morning,  when 
he  had  taken  nearly  two  bottles  full  of  the 
fohition.  ^ The  pains,  ^anxiety  and  reft- 
leftnefs  did  not  leave  him  until  the  medi- 
^:ine  began  to  operate  downwards.  He  vomit- 
ed 
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ed  feveral  times  on  iirftt  * the  medicine j ; 

but  difcharged  nothing  ek  mat-  .! 

ters.  He  had  no  particular  of  thirft  | 

yefterday‘;  but  complains  muc'li  of  it  to-  ' 
day.  He  has  frequent  thin  and  yellow  ftools : 
it  is  pbfervable  that  - the  former  quantity  v 
of  emetic  tartar,  as  well  as  what  he  rakes  to- 
day, .viz.  three  grains  to  a bottle  full  of  the 
folution,  a glafs  full  every  forty-five  minutes, 
has  had  very  little  tendency  to  operate  by 
vomit.  He  is  free  from  all  pain  to-day;  but 
feels  a weight  over  his  eye-brows  and  is  very 
languid.  He  was  afflided,  as  nearly  all  the 
officers  and  native  foldiers  were,  with  the 
jungle  fever  at  Ramghur ; and  has  had  fre- 
quent returns  of  it  fince. 

2d.  He  flept  well  lafi:  night,  and  had  a 
copious  difcharge  of  yellow  bile  this  morning 
early.'  His  pulfe  and  fkin  are  perfedtly  na- 
tural ; his  tongue  however  is  flill  rather  foul  j 
it  became  rather  more  foul  after  the  operation 
of  the  firfl  folution.  All  his  pains  have  va- 
nifhed. — He  is  diredted  to  continue  the  fo- 
lution every  hour. — Evefimg.  He  has  been 
fubjedt  to  the  piles  fince  his  fever  at  Ram- 
ghur, and  now  feels  great  inconvenience  ’ 
from  them.  His  fpirits  are  much  depreffed, 
notwithftanding  all  his  fymptoms  have  left 
him  except  a little  foulnefs  of  tongue.  His 

ftools 
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llools  have  been  thin  and  yellow,  mixed  with 
brown  to-day  ; and  are  more  olFenfive  than 
they  were. 

^d.  He  continues  to  difcharge  much  li- 
quid yellow  matters  by  ftool.  His  eyes  are 
llill  much  fufFufed,  and  a yellow  fur  covers 
part  of  his  tongue,  which  has  continued 
moift.  I have  never  obferved  this  yellow  co- 
lour on  the  tongue  before,  even  in  fevers  of 
a character  the  moft  decidedly  bilious.-^ — — - 
He  is  diredled  to  take  two -grains  of  calomef 
this  evening,  and  an  ounce  of  caftor-oil  in 
the  morning. 

4th.  Laft  Quarter.  Yefterday  his  dools 
were  liquid  and  of  a light  yellow  colour ; but 
this  morning  they  have  been  thick,  brown  and 
offenfive,  a mixture  of  glare,  mucus,  bile  and 
other  fordes,  much  vitiated.  His  piles  have 
bled  much  this  morning.  He  was  much 
griped  before  the  operation  of  the  medicines. 

-He  is  diredled  to  take  the  folution  of 

emetic  tartar  with  a little  lime-juice  in  it, 
fo  as  to  promote  the  inteftinal  difcharges 

during  the  day. Notwithftanding  the 

quantity  of  phyfic  he  has  taken  daily,  and 
the  confequent  large  and  frequent  evacuations, 
particularly  by  ftool,  he  acknowledges  that 
he  acquires  ftrength  every  day. 

5th,  Note  from  him  y forenoon, — ‘ I cannot 

V ‘ % 
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* fay  much  in  favour  of  myfelf  fmce  you  left 

* me  yefterday.  I w-as  annoyed  the  whole 
« day  with  heats  and  flight  perfpirations. 
‘ The  mixture  worked  me  but  once,  which 
’ was  laft  ■ night  about  nine,  and  then  but 

* gently.  I had  a very  unealy  night,  which 

* was  owing  a good  deal  to  the  piles.  They 
' have  become  fo  troublefome,  that  I have 

* determined  to  apply  leeches,  and  have  fent 
^ for  them  accordingly.  At  prefent  I am 

* eafy  enough  in  every  refped:  except  the 

^ piles.’ He  is  to  take  the  folution  of 

emetic  tartar  as  before ; and  a dofe  of  caftor- 
oil  early  to-morrow  morning,  if  the  former 
fhall  ^ not  have  operated  well  by  ftool  before 
that  period. 

6th.  He  applied  nine  leeches  yefterday 
to  his  piles,  and  allowed  the  bleeding  to  conti- 
nue for  three  hours  after  the  leeches  had 
fallen  olf.  He  then  endeavoured  in  vain  to 
ftop  it : fo  much  blood  was  loft  before  the 
bleeding  could  be  flopped,  that  he  felt  frequent 
tendencies  to  faint.  He  is  much  weakened 
by  this,  accident.  His  pulfe  was  quick  and 
fmall  when  I firft  faw  him  this  evening  j but 
an  hour  after  it  appeared  to  be  much  more 
full  and  ftrong.  The  yellow  fur  has  left  his 
tongue,  but  it  is  more  generally  foul  than 
before  j his  Ikin  is  cool  and  fomewhat  dry ; 

hk 
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his  eyes  appear  much  fufFufed  with  yellow. 
The  caftor-oil  procured  only  one  ftool,  rather 
natural.  He  is  to  take  the  Peruvian  bark, 
yth.  Note  from  him  this  morning.  — * If 

* you  think  one  hundred  per  cent  of  better 
‘ health  to-day  than  yefterday  a fufficient 
‘ reafon  for  not  touching  the  bark,  you  will 
‘ of  courfe  approve  my  refolution  not  to  take 
‘ it.  I have  been  walking  all  this  morning, 

‘ and  could  wifh  for  a little  more  chicken 
‘ broth.  I think  my  tongue  is  getting  into 

* a good  ftate  very  faft.’ 

He  had  been  confined  to  a flight  farinace- 
ous diet  till  the  accident  of  the  lofs  of  blood, 
when  he  was  allowed  a little  chicken-broth. 

*  Evening.  He  looks  very  clear  in  his 

countenance,  yet  his  eyes  are  a little  fuffufed. 
His  pulfe  is  flow  and  rather  fmall ; his  Ikin 
cool  and  moift;  his  tongue  natural;  his 
fpirits  elevated.  He  has  not  had  any  call 
to  ftool  to-day. 

8 th.  There  is  no  material  alteration  in  any 
refpedt  fince  yefterday.  He  is  to  take  a dofe 
of  caftor  in  the  morning.  Goulard’s  extra<ft 
and  laudanum  are  ordered  for  the  piles. 

9th.  Note  from  him. — ‘ I took  the  caftor- 

* oil  this  morning,  which,  after  paining  my 
‘ bowels  pretty  much,  gave  me  a very  copious 

* evacuation.  I have  alfo  had  another,  which/ 

‘ tho’ 
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«.  tho’  not  fo  free,' was,  I think,  of  a worfc 
f quality.  I am  now  tolerably  eafy,  but  ex- 
‘ tremely  weak  and  languid.  The  Goulard 

* has  not  been  fentj  however  it  does  not 
‘ fignify,  as  they  are  getting  better.’ 

New  Moon,  12th. — 13th.  He  has  con- 
tinued entirely  free  from  all  complaint,  and 
feels  his  ftrength  and  appetite  encreafing 
daily. 

15th.  He  continues  perfectly  well. 
CASE.  II. 

C.  D’s  account  of  the  firji  attacks  of  the 
Jungle  Fever. 

* The  following  is  the  eighth  attack  of 
‘ fever  while  in  the  Ramghur  diftridt ; the  ifl 
‘ was  about  the  24th  of  May.’ 

‘ On  the  28th  of  September,  1788,  dined 
‘ out  j not  well ; eat  but  little,  of  broth  and 
‘ fheep’s  head  boiled  in  it. 

‘ Soon  after  dinner,  the  ufual  lymptoms,pain 
‘ in  the  hip,  joints,  arms,  hands  and  legs; 
‘ fometimes  a pain  over  the  eyes  and  back  of 
‘ the  head,  a heat  and  numbnefs  in  the  fingers. 

* —About  7 o’clock  took  an  emetic ; dif- 
‘ charged  a great  quantity  of  very  acid  liquid, 

* and  the  meat  I had  eaten  not  in  tlie  leafi: 

‘ changed. 
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‘ changed.  During  the  operation  the  cold  fit 
‘ came  on  > the  heat,  which  followed  in  about 
‘ two  hours,  lafted  the  whole  night, 

* 2d.  day.  An  interval. — Violent  pain 
‘ in  the  head,  which  continued  throughout 
‘ the  fever. 

♦ 3d.  Cold  and  hot  fit.  Sent  to fo. 

‘ faline  mixture  (this  always  relieved  me  by 
‘ producing  a great  perfpiration)  with  one 
* grain  of  tartar  emetic  in  about  two  thirds  of  a 


‘ quart  bottle— took  this  at  eight  or  ten  times, 
about  half  an  hour  elapfed  between  each 

time In  the  afternoon  it  operated  down- 

* wards  eight  times,  all  bile ; upwards  four 
times  ; the  bile  brought  up  green  as  cop- 
peras. ■ Some  of  the  gentlemen  who 
came  to  fee  me,  in  the  evening,  exprefied 
‘ their  furprize  at  the  colour,  the  fervants 
‘ having  negleded  to  take  the  lafi:  difeharge 
away.  Urine  deep  red.  So  much  reduced  by 
thefe  evacuations,  the  fervants  were  oblio-ed 
‘ to  move  me  off  the  couch,  when  necelTaiy. 

‘ j-Could  not  fpeak  louder  than  a whifper 

^ drank  fome  hot  Madeira  and  water — a little 
‘ pleuritic— from  this  period  very  refilefs— 
could  not  eat  any  thing. 

< 4th  day.  Eat  three  or  four  bits  of  toaft 
^ dipped  m water-this  day  the  fever  very 
violent— in  the  evening  the  pain  in  my  head- 
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‘ fo  much  increafed  and  confufed,  apprc- 
‘ hended  a delirium — defired  my  fervants 

* might  be  ordered  to  deep  in  the  room,  and 

* inftrudled  how  to  ad — palTed  a very  dif- 
‘ treffing  night — fhort  flumbers,  during  which 
‘ the  moft  horrid  objeds  feemed  to  pafs  before 
‘ me. 

‘5th  day.  Fever  continued;  by  degrees 
‘ came  on  my  tongue,  roof  of  mouth,  and 
' throat,  a drynefs  which  deprived  me  of  the 
‘ ufe  of  fpeech  until  I had  gargled — it  lafted 

* from  this  iime  daring  the  whole  fever ; at 
‘ times  I could  fcrape  dry  powder  from  off 
‘ my  tongue,  and  before  I was  enabled  to  fwal- 
‘ low  any  liquid,  was  obliged  to  gargle  with 
‘ lime  juice:  the  quantity  of  phelgm,  &c. 
‘ which  every  time  came  off,  (though  at  the 
‘ interval  of  only  an  hour)  would  fill  a table 

* fpoon  — and  even  then  it  waswuth  difficulty 
‘ that  I could  fwallow.  The  furgeon  having  a 
‘ little  recovered  this  day,  fent  me  fome  pow- 
‘ ders  to  take  every  four  hours;  I attempted 

* to  take  four,  but  could  not  keep  them  on  my 

* ftomach. About  three  in  the  morning 

‘ another  furgeon  arrived,  when  I was  fleep- 
‘ ing  in  a cfiair,  my  head  on  a table ; having

' ance.  Purgatives  muft  have  been  ufed,  as 
‘ the  pofterior  part  was  never  fhut  for  a long 
‘ fpace.  A clyfler  brought  off  bile  fcalding 
‘ hot,  and  which  greatly  pained  me  for 

* a confiderable  time  after. — The  6th  day. 
‘ In  the  evening  was  removed  to  Captain 

‘ “’s,  for  the  convenience  of  being  near 

‘ the  furgeon.  This  day  could  fwallow  but 
‘ a very  little  panada. — The  yth.  Eat  fome 
‘ broth,  as  alfo  the  8th  day;  in  the  evening 
‘ of  which  the  fever  abated,  and  next  morn- 
‘ ing  left  me,  without  power  to  ftir,  a mere 
‘ Ikeleton. — The  loth  day.  In  the  morning, 
‘ having  fo  far  recovered  as  to  be  able  to 
f move  about  the  room  with  affiflance,  fet 

off  by  dauk  for  Chittera.  My  ftrength 
‘ and  appetite  now  increafed.—T ook  fmall 
quantities  of  bark. — During  the  fever  I 
one  night  found  the  light  of  the  candle 
‘ fo  very  difagreeable  as  to  fet  me  much  be- 
‘ fide  myfelf;  and  could  not  get  eafe  until 

C ‘ the 
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* the  light  was  taken  away. — Juft  as  the 

* fever  left  me,  a great  palpitation  of  heart 

* made  me  very  uneafy. 

‘ Every  full  moon  after,  I was  attacked 

* with  an  ague  and  fever,  generally  the  day 
‘ after  full,  until  the  latter  end  of  February 

* — tartar  emetic,  purgatives,  and  bark  were 
*'  the  remedies  made  ufe  of.  I conceived  I 
‘ fhould  not  again  be  molefted,  but  on  the 
‘ 15  th  May,  being  on  a vifit  here,  the  moon 

* brought  my  old  enemy  ; the  ufual  remedies, 
‘ applied  by  myfelf.  The  next  moon  was 
‘ more  civil,  and  only  prefented  me  with 

* a remembrance.  On  the  15th  July,  the  day 
‘ after  the  arrival  of  the  battalion  here  laft 
^ year  I received  a moft  violent  ftiock ; the 
‘ cold  fit  lafted  almoft  the  whole  day.  The 

* furgeon  directed  me  to  take  four  grains  of 
‘ tartar  emetic,  at  as  many  times,  an  hour  be- 

* tween : each  operated.  The  laft  difcharged 
‘ bile  in  fhape,  fize,  and  confiftence  of  a 

* pullet’s  egg  yolk,  which  fpread  foon  after 
‘ it  Touched  the  bafon.  The  next  day 
‘ an  interval ; the  day  after  ague  and  fever. 
‘ Tartar  emetic  and  purgatives  having  dif- 
‘ lodeed  the  bile,  on  the  2ift  took  bark — 
‘ on  the  2 2d  went  on  the  river — an  ounce 
‘ of  bark  per  day,  gradually  decreafed  to  two 
' tea-fpoonfuls.  — Every  full  and  change 

took 
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* took  purgatives,  fmall  dofes  of  bark,  and 

* elixir  of  vitriol,  till  the  march  of  the  batta- 
‘ lion  from  this  for  the  upper  country,  in  No- 
' vember.  I have  not  fince  had  an  open  af- 

* fault  j however,  every  full  moon  reminds  me 
‘ of  my  former  fituation  by  the  pains  in  my 
‘ hngers  and  heat  of  hands. 

‘ N.  B.  I was  not  free  from  the  pain  in  my 
‘ head,  or  had  the  perfect  ufe  of  my  memory; 

* for  a long  time  after  the  laft  Ramgur 
' Fever.  The  beginning  of  1784,  fird;  had  a 
‘ pain  in  my  right  fide  and  Ihoulder,  took  me- 

* dicines  for  four  months. 

‘ I have  endeavoured,  as  well  as  my  recollec- 
‘ tion  will  allow,  todefcribe  the  lad;  Hill  Fever. 
‘ Manyfymptoms  may  have  occurred  of  which 
‘ I could  not  be  fendble,  and  remedies  applied 
‘ which  I do  not  recoiled, — You  have  I believe 

* at  lead;  the  outlines,  from  which  your  judg- 
‘ ment  may  be  able  to  draw  the  red:. 

Upon  the  whole,  I now  feel  myfelf  more 

* fprightly,  though  not  equal  to  running  a race. 
‘ I conceived,  the  day  before  yed;erday,  that 

I felt  a hardnefs  in  the  liver,  but  have  not 

* lince ; the  pain  now  is  at  times  only  in  the 

* dioulder.’ 

'The  cafe  of  C.  D.  continued. 

July  id:,  1790. — C.  D,  a commiffioned 

C 2 officer^ 
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officer,  applied  for  medical  affi  fiance,  about 
the  20th  of  April.  He  had  been  affiidled, 
like  the  others,  with  the  Jungle  Fever  at 
Chitterpoor,  about  twenty  months  previous 
to  that  period  and  had  never  experienced  a 
perfed:  enjoyment  of  health  fince.  In  the 
interval  he  feems  to  have  fuffered  a gradual 
and  confiant  decay  of  embonpoint  and 
firength,  with  a confiderable  alteration  in 
the  colour  of  his  countenance,  frequent  re- 
turns of  fever,  particularly  at  the  lunar  pe- 
riods, an  obvious  deficiency  of  bile,  imper- 
fect repofe,  flying  pains,  efpecially  in  the 
flioulder,  heat  and  drynefs  in  the  palms  of 
the  hands,  and  great  irregularity  in  the  in- 

tefiinal  evacuations. For  thefe  fymp- 

toms,  about  the  20th  of  April  he  was  put 
under  a courfe  of  calomel.  Gentle  but  fre- 
quent exercife,  early  rifing,  a fpare  diet,  a 
total  abfiinence  from  fpirits,  wine  and  malt 
liquors,  and  occafional  laxatives  were  re- 
commended, The  refiriCtions  with  refpeCt 
to  diet  were  not  fcrupuloufly  obferved. 

July  ifi.  N'ote  from  C.  D. — * Agreeable  to 
‘ your  note  I took  a little  more  falts.  Four- 
and-twenty  were  the  leafi  number  of  times 
‘ that  I was  put  in  motion.  On  the  whole, 
‘ the  quantity,  at  a moderate  calculation,  was 
‘ at  leafi  two  quarts  of  thick  ftir-about  bile. 

‘ Except 
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‘ Except  the  firfl  difcharge,  it  carried  the 
‘ fame  appearance  throughout  the  day.  ^ I am 
‘ furprifed  from  whence  it  all  could  proceed. 

« Lall:  night  two  purging  pills,  and  this 

‘ morning  five  movements,  the  fame  as  yef- 

* terday.  In  confequence  of  the  above,  I 
‘ have  reported  myfelf  lick  this  morning. 

‘ At  tiines  fhoots  in  the  liver  fide  no  fixed 
‘ pain ; flill  the  heat  in  the  hands,  and  the  pain 
‘ in  the  fingers  at  times." 

Note  from  C.D.  of  yefer day's  date. — ' The 
‘ pain  in  my  right  fide  will  not  quit  me  ^ it 
‘ flies  about  from  the  fhoulder  towards  the 
‘ kidneys,  under  the  upper  ribs,  between  them 

* and  the  hip-bone,  and  fometimes  in  a line 
‘ with  the  right  of  the  breaft-bone  down- 
‘ wards.  A feverifh  feel  in  both  hands. 
‘ When  lying  on  the  right  fide,  always  feel 
‘ the  pain ; but  principally  at  other  times  in 
‘ the  flioulder.  I do  not  breathe  fo  freely  as 

ufual.  Appetite  not  of  the  befl,  from  fix  to 
^ eight  mouthfuls  of  kid  and  greens  my  ut- 
mofl.  The  latter  do  not  digefl  better  than

2d.  Fiom  the  period  of  the  full  moon, 
on  the  26th  of  lafl;  month,  he  appears  to  have 

^ 3 had 
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had  very  large  fecretions  of  bile,  with  occa- 
fional  feverifhnefs.  He  has  taken  falts  fre- 
quently ; ftill  however  his  evacuations  feem 
to  be  highly  bilious.  He  had  been  more 
than  a month  under  a courfe  of  calomel  be- 
fore thefe  large  fecretions  of  bile  com- 
menced. Formerly  there  appeared  to  be  a 
' deficiency  of  this  fecretion. — »— -Lafi;  night 
three  pills,  each  containing  two  grains  of 
calomel  and  two  of  extrad:  of  jalap,  were 
prefcribed ; with  a dofe  of  caftor  oil  to  be 
taken  early  this  morning. 

Note  from  C.  D.  noon.—^  In  lieu  of  the 
‘ caftor  oil,  I took  a dofe  of  falts.  The  ope- 
‘ jation  has  been  very  gentle,  only  four  times  j 
‘ thus  far  all  bile  of  a deep  yellow,  of  courfe 
^ more  behind.  I have  eat  nothing  thefe  three 
. * days  but  bread  and  butter,  with  a very  fmall 
‘ bit  of  kid.’ 

Note  at  two  o' c Joe kt  P.  M. — ‘ A very  difa- 
« greeable  companion  has  buffeted  me  all 
‘ day  j and  I have  only  waited  for  his  depar- 
‘ ture  to  write  you.  The  Hill  Fever  has  fo 
‘ terribly  handled  my  bones  and  fiefii,  that  I 
‘ can  neither  fit,  walk,  nor  lay.  I am  pretty 
* warm  now.  Eight  large  fiools  of  the  ufual 
‘ colour  before  the  fever  came  on.'’ 

A folution  of  falts,  with  two  grains  of 
emetic  tartar  3 a Madeira  glafs  full  every  half 

hour. 
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hour,  was  prefcribed  j with  directions  to  avoid 

vomiting,  if  poffible.- 

Note  fotne  hours  later, — ‘ Another  time 
‘ upwards*  but  not  quite  fo  green,  though 
‘ more  in  quantity.  Three  times  downwards, 

‘ ftill -yellow  j a probability  of  more.  The 

* pains  will  not  quit.’ 

This  evening  he  continues  to  feel  very  fe- 
vere  pains  in  his  loins  and  lower  extremities. 
His  fkin  is  much  fuffufed  with  yellow ; but 
not  his  eye§  in  the  fame  proportion.  His 
fkin  is  dry,  but  not  very  hot ; his  pulfe  is 
quick,  but  not  fmalH  his  tongue  is  rather 
foul  and  .whitifli,  with  a tinge  of  brown  on 
the  tip.  Before  fun-fet  the  medicine  bad 
operated  feveral  times  by  vomit.  Yellow 
and  dark-coloured  green  bile  was  evacuated 
to  the  amount  of  about  two  pints.

He  mentions  the  very  fevere 
pains  in  his  back  and  limbs  among  the  fymp- 
toms  of  his  fever  in  'the  Ramghur  diflrid, 
which  came  on  every  day  with  the  cold  fit.

He  is  directed  to  take  two  grains  of  ca- 
lomel to  night,  and  two  table-fpoons  full  of 
caftor  oil  in  the  morning. 

4th.  Lajl  ^larter. — The  calomel  and  caftor 
oil,  inftead  of  liquid  brown  llools,  have  this 
morning  difcharged  a large  quantity  of  thick,  - 
brown,  offenfive  matters,  apparently  a mix- 
ture of  glare,  mucus,  bile  and  other  fordes 
much  vitiated,  as  in  A.  B’s.  cafe.  His  eyes 
do  not  appear  to  have  been  at  all  fuffufed  as 
yet.  His  ikin'  appears  lefs  tinged.  His  pulfe 
is  not  fo  quick  this  morning.  His  ikin  is 
more  cool,  and  rather  foft  and  moiil;  this 
morning.

On  the  23d  of  April,  1788,  at  Chitter-

‘ was  in  my  legs  and  thighs.  I inftantly 

* lent  for  Mr. , he  ordered  my  legs  t» 

^ be  put  into  hot  water,  and  my  thighs  to  be 

‘ fomented  v/ith  hot  blankets ; I did  fo,  but 
‘ notwithftanding,  the  pains  continued  fo 
‘ exquifite  that  I really  thought  I could  not 
‘ farvive  them.  (I  do  not  believe  he  gave  me 

* any  purgative  after  the  operation  of  the 
‘ emetic).  He  gave  me  a fmall  draught, 
‘ which  was  chiefly  laudanum,  and  ordered

< Mr. adminiftered  to  me ; I only  know

* kets  fteeped  in  boiling  water;  that  I had 
‘ much  pain  in  my  head ; no  deep  or  reft ; 
‘ little  or  no  evacuation ; an  hiccup,  which 
‘ continued  two  or  three  days  and  nights,  at 
‘ which  period,  I have  been  hnce  informed,  the 
‘ gentlemen  expefted  I would  have  given  them 
‘ the  flip,  but  a copious  bleeding  at  the  nofe 
‘ came,  very  a-propos,  to  my  afliftance,  and 
‘ from  that  critical  time  I date  my  recovery. — 
‘ The  medicines  which  I took,  which  I have 
‘ any  recollection  of,  were  a pill  at  night  of, 
‘ I believe,  opium,  and  liquids  of  a cordial 

‘ nature.  Mr. would  not  fufter  any 

‘ gentleman  to  approach  near  me,  on  account 
‘ of  the  offenfivenefs  of  my  room  and  myfelf 
‘ together.  I was  removed,  on  or  about 

* the  4th  of  May,  to  another  houfe  (unable  at 
‘ that  time  to  walk)  and  I daily  improved. 

‘ Mr. gave  me  no  laxative  medicines ; 

‘ but  three  papers  of  bark  every  day,  to  be 

taken  in  wine  and  water,  at  morning,  noon, 
and  night.  He  allowed  me  to  eat  a little 
‘ kid,  fowl,  or  pudding,  and  to  drink  two  or 
three  glaffes  of  Madeira  in  the  courfe  of  the 

^ day. 
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* day.  As  I recovered  my  ftrength  but  very 

* flowly,  and  dreading  a relapfe,  I fuggefted 

‘ a change  ofair,  to  which  Mr. ailented, 

‘ and  indeed  deemed  it  abfolutely  neceffary. 
‘ On  the  I oth  I took  my  departure  by  dauk 
‘ for  Chittra,  where  I arrived  on  the  12th. 

* The  change  of  air  I thought  had  a good 
‘ effedt,  for  although  I was  on  the  verge  of 
‘ dilTolution  when  I arrived  at  Chittra,  from 
‘ the  fatigue  of  the  journey,  and  delay  on 
‘ the  road,  bearers  not  having  been  properly 
‘ placed,  yet  I recovered  (taking  a little  bark 
‘ daily)  my  ftrength  apace,  and  eat  with  a 

* good  appetite,  and  I muft  confefs  with  a 
‘ moft  voracious  one  too,  and  drank  four  or 
‘ five  glalfes  of  claret  befides.  I kept  free 
‘ from  fever  for  many  days ; but  always 
‘ after  eating  had  a mofi:  infufferable  fulnefs. 

* My  fervant  negledting  to  fiiut  my  fleeping 
‘ room  door  one  night,  and  a flrong  wind 

* having  arofe  when  I was  afleep,  I was 
‘ feized  with  violent  pains  in  all  my  bones  and 
‘ loins,  and  a ftiff  neck : the  fever  followed 

* in  the  evening.  Mr. gave  me  a draught, 

‘ v/hich  was  chiefly  antimonial  wnne,  to  take 
‘ going  to 'bed.  The  following  day  I felt 

* a great  coldnefs,  which  I had  never  done 
‘ before;  I took  more  antimonial  wine,  which 
‘ made  me  perfpire  freely,  and  both  purged 

‘ and

* and  vomited  me.  Much  bile.  In  the  evening 

‘ he  gave  me  a little  bark,  which  returned. 
‘ The  next  day  I took  an  ounce,  and  the  fever 
‘ kept  oiF.  Mr. recommended  my  pro- 

* ceeding  immediately  to  Gya ; which  I did 
‘ by  dauk. 

‘ After  my  arrival  at  Gya  I recovered 
' rapidly,  and  my  appetite  kept  pace  with 

* my  recovery,  to  which  I gave  unlimited 
‘ fcope.  I took  bark  fix  or  feven  times-  a 

* day,  and  being  under  the  influence  of  the 

* moon,  at  her  full  and  change  I took  it 
‘ more  plentifully.  In  fiiort,  my  fiiools  per- 

* fedtly  refernbled  wet  faw-dufi.  During 
‘ my  refidence  at  this  place,  I had  no  veiy 

* fevere  return  of  the  fever,  except  once. 

‘ Mr. gave  me  an  emetic  of  (I  believe) 

‘ tartar  emetic  and  falts,  to  be  taken  by  wine 
‘ glaflcs  full, /Until  it  freely  operated;  which  I 

* did,  and  vomited  much  yellow  bile : after 

* that,  the  remains  of  the  bottle  of  mixture 
‘ was  filled  with  water,  and  I took  a wine 

glafs  full  of  it  until  it  purged  me  very 
violently  : in  the  night,  from  the  activity 
of  the  medicine,  I had  fuch  an  excefiive  pain 
in  my  fide  and  ftomach  that  I was  unable 
to  lie  dov/n.  The  next  morning  I was 

‘ better.  I told  Mr.  that  I was  ap- 

prehenfive  the  pain  might  proceed  from  an 

D ‘ affedtion 
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* affedicn  of  my  liver;  he  examined  me, 
‘ but  was  not  of  opinion  that  it  was  affedled, 
‘ but  that  it  might  be  fome  obftrudtion ; to 
‘ remove  which,  he  gave  me  fome  laxative 

* pills  to  take  occahonally,  in  cafe  it  did  not 

* go  away ; but  I only  took  three  or  four  of 
‘ them,  in  confequence  of  its  difappearing. 
‘ After  remaining  two  months  at  Gya,  I 

* returned  to  Chitterpore,  to  all  appearance, 
‘ perfedlly  reinftated  both  in  health,  ilrength, 

* and  vigour.  I continued  pretty  well,  and 
‘ free  from  fever  (my  bowels  fometimes  out 
‘ of  order,  and  a difcharge  of  mucus)  until 

* the  month  of  September,  1789,  at  this  place, 
‘ when  I was  again  afflidted  with  a fever, 

* and,  as  if  one  evil  was  not  fufficient  at  once, 

* it  was  accompanied  by  its  all-powerful 

* companion  the  ague  (the  firfl  time  in  my 

* life  I ever  had  one).  Mr. prefcribed 

* emetics  and  purgatives ; and  after  their 

* operation,  and  the  fever  well  reduced,  bark. 
‘ I evacuated  much  bile,  got  a little  better 
‘ of  the  diforder,  but  at  intervals  fubjedl  to 

* feverilh  fymptoms.  I proceeded  by  w^ater. 
‘ to  Cawnpore,  in  hopes  of  its  doing  me 

* great  fervice ; on  my  way  thither,  had  a 

* very  fevere  ague  and  fever ; took  bark  re- 
' gularly  ; drank  no  wine,  or  tea  ; ate  every 
‘ thing  that  I judged  eafy  of  digeftion,  and 

‘ breakfafted 
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breakfafted  on  bread  and  milk.  At  the 
full  and  change  of  the  moon,  was  fenfible 
of  the  fever  all  the  while  I was  at  Cawn- 
pore ; difcontinued  the  bark,  but  took  once 
a day  twenty  drops  of  elixir  of  vitriol,  and 
columbo  root  two  or  three  times.  On 
my  march  down  was  feized,  after  walk- 
ing a iliort  diftance,  with  the  pain  in  my 
fide ; it  never  was  very  acute,  but  fome- 
thing  like  a flight  flitch.  I applied  to 

Mr. , who,  faid  it  proceeded  from  ob- 

flrudions  3 he  gave  me  mercurial  pills  to 
take,  they  brought  on  the  complaint  in  my 
bowels,  firft  a purging,  then  the  difeharge 
of  m.ucus,  and  flraining,  of  which  you  are 
already  acquainted.  I have  now  traced  my 
diforders  from  their  beginning  until  I' 
committed  them  to  your  good  care,  where, 
having  already  the  pleafure  of  feeling  my- 
felf  greatly  better,  I fliall  leave  their  re- 
mains. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  narra- 
tive, it  may  not  be  unneceflary  to  ob- 
flrve,  that  a few  months  previous  to  my 
going  to  Chitterpore,  (when  in  Calcutta,' 
December,  1787)  I had  a violent  purging, 

or  which  Mr.  gave  me  rhubarb ; 

I received  little  benefit  from  it  while 
there,  but  on  my  journey,  from  attea- 

2 tioii 
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‘ tioii  to  my  diet  (for  I took  no  medi- 
‘ cines)  it  quitted  me  j but  I had  frequent 
‘ inclination  to  go  to  the  neceffary,  and  all 
‘ to  no  purpofe,  only  a flight  difcharge  of 
‘ mucus,  much  fliraining,  and  a very  great 

‘ fulnefs. On  my  arrival  at  Gelda,  the 

‘ fulnefs  only  remained ; Mr. told  me 

‘ it  proceeded  from  flatulency  and  weak 
‘ bowels.  He  gave  me  columbo  root,  to  be 
‘ taken  twice  a day  in  cold  water,  which  I 
‘ did  5 and,  added  to  the  great  care  I took  of 
‘ myfelf,  was  in  the  courfe  of  a fhort  period 
‘ pretty  well. 

‘ July  13th,  1790.’ 


July  I ft.  E.  F.  a commiflioned  officer, 
about  thirty  years  of  age,  applied  for  medical 
affiftance,  on  the  i6th  of  April,  on  account 
of  a fliix.  He  had  frequent  calls  to  ftool; 
which  were  chiefly  of  mucus,  tinged  with 
blood,  and  accompanied  by  fevere  gripings; 
his  complexion,  naturally  dark,  appeared  very 
fallow ; his  countenance  meagre  ; he  alfo  had 
been  afflidted  with  the  Jungle  Fever,  in  the 
diftridt  of  R'amghur,  about  twenty  months 
before } for  which  he  had  taken  large  quan- 
tities of  bark.  During  that  courfe  he  fre- 
quently remained  eight  or  ten  days  without 

any

any  confiderable  evacuation  by  ftool.  Since 
that  period  he  had  been  fubjed  to  frequent 
returns  of  feveriflinefs,  particularly  about  the 
feveral  periods  of  the  moon.  In  general,  he  ex- 
perienced heat  and  third  every  day,  at  one 
period  or  other  of  the  twenty-four  hours. 
On  his  application  for  affi dance,  on  account  of 
the  dyfenteric  fymptoms,  his  diet  was  recom- 
mended to  be  chiefly  if  not  'entirely  vegetable. 
This,  however,  was  foon  changed  for  a finall 
quantity  of  kid  or  fowl,  and  the  farinacea,  as 
he  imagined  the  vegetables  occafioned  the 
fulnefs  at  domach,  which  he  generally  ex- 
perienced after  dinner. Several  dofes  of 

calomel  and  cador  oil  were  exhibited,  which 
foon  carried  off  the  fymptoms  of  dyfentery, 
except  occafionally  a little  difeharge  of  mu- 
cus. He  was  then  put  under  a courfe  of  ca- 
lomel. He  has  now  taken  about  fifty  grains, 
in  fmall  dofes.  His  dools  have  been  lately 
more  natural,  and  confiderably  tinged  with 
bile,  in  which  they  appeared  very  deficient 
formerly.  He  fcarcely  ever  feels  the  ful- 
nefs now ; nor  has  he  for  a long  time  ex- 
perienced any  feveriflinels  at  the  lunar  pe- 
riods, or  the  daily  heat  and  third  of  which  he 
formerly  complained.  During  this  courfe 
he  has  taken  purges  frequently,  particularly 
before  the  lunar  periods.  He  feems  to  have 

D 3 efcaped 
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efcaped  the  influence  of  the  lafl  full  moon, 
which  affedled  almoft  every  other  patient 
affli(£led  with  obftrudtions,  or  what  may  be 
juftly  termed  chronic  fevers.  He  has  had,  for 
nearly  twelve  days,  a numerous  eruption  of 
biles  on  hjs  thigh  and  leg;  which  deprived 
him  of  deep,  and  gave  great  pain  for  feveral 
days.  In  mod  of  them  much  matter  was 
formed  and  difcharged.  This  affedlion  dif- 
fered very  little,  if  at  all,  from  that  with 

which  Mr. was  afflidled  three  or  four 

years  ago,  at  nearly  the  fame  feafon  of  the 
year.  I could  not  perceive  that  leeches,  ap- 
plied on  tlieir  fird  appearance,  purging,  low 
diet,  or  topical  applications  of  any  kind,  were 

of  very  evident  fervice,  at  lead  in  Mr. ’s 

cafe.  He  too  was  under  a courfe  of  mercury 
at  the  time,  on  account  of  a very  fufpicious 
lore,  in  a fufpicious  part.  The  biles  alfo, 
after  they  had  difcharged  their  contents,  ge- 
nerally left  a fmall  difcoloured  fore,  of  a 
doubtful  character. 

2d.  Note  from  him.  — ‘ I have  had  four 
‘ movements  to-day,  thick,  and  of  a deep 
‘ yellow.  The  fird  was  accompanied  with 
« fome  mucus  and  flight  draining,  but  no 
* fulnefs.  I have  felt  all  day  as  if  I had 
‘ no  intedines.’ 

4th.  Lad  Quarter,  He  took  cador  oil 

this 
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this  morning,  which  has  given  him  fe- 
veral  large  bilious  ftools.  No  new  biles  have 
arifen  within  thefe  few  days.  He  continues  re- 
markably free  from  every  feverilh  fymptom. 

6th.  He  difcharges  much  faliva  now; 
he  has  felt  the  fulnefs  at  homach  feve- 
ral  times  thefe  three  days,  and  a pain  at  the 
pit  of  the  ftomach  twice.  He  has  not  felt 
either  to-day.  His  ftools  are  bilious  and  very 
offenfive,  with  an  occalional  difcharge  of  a 
fubftance  like  jelly.  His  dinner  is  no  more 
than  the  leg  or  wing  of  a fmall  fowl,  or  a fmall 
quantity  of  kid.  He  has  not  had  lately  the 
lead:  feveriih  ^or  dyfenteric  fymptom  of  any 
kind.  He  has  now  taken  nearly  fixty  grains 
of  calomel  lince  the  1 5th  of  March. 

• 8th.  Note.  ‘ The  draught  yeiferday  pro- 
‘ duced  fix  flight  movements ; the  firfi:  of 
‘ which  was  attended  with  much  mucus ; 
‘ the  two  lafl;  were  of  a very  dark  hue  and  a 
‘ jelly  confiflience ; the  reft  were  fat  and 
' yellow.  I felt  no  pain,  but  had  a little  ful- 
f neCs  after  dinner.  This  morning  I have 
‘ had  a good  motion,  yellow  and  bilious ; no 
‘ mucus,  but  greater  fulnefs  than  yefter- 
‘ day  ; no  pain ; much  fpitting,’ 

9th.  Note.  * I had  three  flight  motions 
‘ yefterday,  all  rather  bilious  and  yellowifli — ■ 
‘ not  fo  much  fulnefs  in  the  afternoon  as 

D 4 ‘in 
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‘ in  the  morning ; no  mucus ; a flight  heart- 
‘ burn,  and  my  eyes  rather  yellow — the  fmall 

* of  my  back  almofl:  broke  with,  I fuppofe, 
‘ weaknefs. — Took  the  lafl;  pill  of  calomel 
‘ and  extradt  of  jalap. — This  morning  have 
‘ had  a couple  of  ftools,  the  laft  of  which 
‘ dark  and  bilious — no  mucus  ^ no  fulhefs 
‘ — much  fpitting,  and  my  gums  rather  ten- 

* der.  My  eyes  are  not  difcoloured  to- 

‘ day.’ 

loth.  Note.  ‘ Since  I wrote  you,  have  had 

* two  very  flight  evacuations,  one  laft  night 

* and  another  this  morning ; both  of  which 
‘ were  chiefly  mucus  ; and  I am  forry  to  add, 
‘ I have  had  the  fulnefs  alfo.  I think  fome- 
‘ thing  or  other  is  in  my  inteftines  which 
‘ wants  to  come  oiit,  yet  won’t — it  will  per- 
‘ haps  require  a little  forcible  compulflon.’ 

1 2th.  New  moon.  Note.  ‘ No  evacua- 
‘ tion  the  day  before  yefterday,  except  at 
‘ night,  two  drops  of  mucus. — Yefterday  two 
‘ flight  natural  ftools,  which  did  not  look 
‘ bilious,  one  at  night  the  other  in  the  morn- 
« ing — a little  mucus  preceded  the  one  in  the 
‘ morning.  Little  or  no  fulnefs  throughout 
‘ the  day — in  the  evening,  pain  in  the  loins  ; 
‘ perfedlly  cool  and  not  in  the  leaft  feverifh- 
‘ To-day  a natural  ftool  without  mucus ; a 
‘ little  fulnefs,  which  I have  obferved  I am 

‘ more 
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more  fenfible  of  after  breakfaft  than  at  any 
other  time.  Now  and  then  feel  a kind  of 
a pain  a little  below  my  ftomach,  in  my 
right  fide,  which  does  not  remain  long- 
do  not  feel  myfelf  fo  much  refrelhed  as  a 
perfon  ufually  is  from  a good  night’s  fleep, 
which  I had  tolerably  well  lafi:  night.  I 
continue  to  have  much  fpittlng,  and  the 
ends  of  my  gums  are  rather  fore.  Cool, 
and  no  feverifh  fymptoms,  except  that  my 
loins  this  morning  are  not  fo  ftout  as  I 
could  wiih.’ 

13th.  Note.  ' I feel  myfelf  better  this 
morning  than  ufual.  I think  my  bowels 
begin  to  get  into  their  natural  and  proper 
ftate.  I have  had  an  excellent  evacuation, 
of  a good  thick  nature,  and  though  it  was 
rather  ftiffifh,’  yet  not  of  that  vifbid  con- 
fifcence  as  formerly.  I ftill  have  a little  ful- 
nefs,  and  lafi:  night  I had  a difcharge  of  one 
drop  of  mucus. — I have  a flight  pain,  or 
rather  a weaknefs'  in  my  loins,  otherwife 
pretty  . well— the  forenefs  of  my  gums  gone 
away,  and  the  fpitting  much  decreafed. — It  ‘ 
is  now  feven  or  eight  days  fince  I took 
any  purgative.— With  refped  to  eating,  I 
will  tell  you  how  I have  managed  for 
fome  days  paft — at  noon  I have  a leg  or  a 
wing  of  a fowl ; the  fame  at  dinner,  with 

a little 
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* ^ little  pudding.  By  this  mode  my  flomach 

* does  riot  remain  fo  long  empty,  and  eating 
‘ fmall  quantities  at  a time  more  eafily'digefts 

* — Do  you  approve  of  it  ? I have  not  tailed 

* wine  in  any  fhape  whatever.  ‘I  rode  out 
‘ this  morning,  and  did  riot  feel  any  pain  in 

* my  fide.’ 

15th.  He  complains  Hill  of  the  pain  in 
his  back,  but  is  in  other  refpedts  well. 

1 6th.  Note.  ‘ I have  had  a flight  dif- 
‘ charge  of  mucus  this  morning ; had  none 
‘ yeflerday ; but  this  pain  in  my  loins  con- 
^ tinues,  though  lefs  than  formerly,  yet 
‘ more  to-day  than  for  fome  days  pafl: — a 

* trifling  fulnefs,  and  rather  inclined  to  cof- 
‘ tivenefs ; only  one  ftool  a day,  and  that  is 

* at  firfl  hard,  thick  mucus,  and  lumpy,  af- 
‘ terwards  foft  — fpitting  diminifhed.  The 

* greens,  I think,  gripe  me  a little.  Two 
' evenings  a heartburn.’ 

Firfl;  Quarter  19th. — 20th.  Note.  ‘ Al- 
‘ ways  ailing — The  evening  of  the  17th  I 
‘ felt  myfelf  by  no  means  well,  and  rather 

* inclined  to  coflivenefs  — I therefore,  that 
‘ night,  took  two  grains  of  calomel,  and  the 
‘ following  morning  caflor  oil,  which  pro- 

* cured  flx  motions,  all  of  which  both  bili- 

* ous  and  a good  deal  of  mucus  ; flnce  which, 

* J am  forry  to  fay,  though  this  is  the  third 

§ ‘ day. 
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‘ day,  I have  not  had  a call/  except  on  each 
^ day  a drop  or  two  of  thick  white  mucus, 
‘ I had  indeed  this  morning  a*very  flight  na- 
‘ tural  flool,  but  which  was  larded  with  mu- 

* cus.  Until  to-day  have  had  the  pains  in  my 
' loins  j and  likewife  to  a greater  degree  the 

* pain  in  my  fide,  though  rather  lower  down 
‘ than  formerly.  I felt  the  pain  in  the  loins 
‘ and  fide  greater  when  I rode  out  on  horfe- 
‘ back  this  mornings  yet  it  is  very  inconfider- 
‘ able  on  the  whole.  I feel  more  of  fulnefs 
‘ than  ufual— I have  neither  any  head-ach 
‘ or  drynefs  of  Ikin,  but  on  the  contrary  am 
‘ perfectly  cool  and  a fine  moifture. — I am 
‘ rather  apprehenfive,  from  the  coflivenefs, 
‘ fulnefs,  and  pain  in  my  fide,  that  fome- 

* thing  or  other  is  yet  unfubdued  j and  in 
' cafe  you  Ihould  deem  it  necelfaiy  for  me 
‘ to  take  more  calomel,  I intend  commencing 
‘ to-night  with  one  grain,  in  order  that  no  time 
‘ may  be  loft.’ 

22d.  Note'. — ‘ The  night  on  which  I 
‘ wrote  you,  I took  a grain  of  calomel,  which 
produced  a couple  of  motions  yefterday;  but 
‘ by  fome  means  or  other,  which  I cLnot 
" account  for,  I have  caught  a cold.  I had 
‘ yefterday  all  day  a very  difagreeable  tickling, 

‘ and  a little  forenefs  in  my  throat;  and  my 
^ head  quite  ftuffed  up.— I had  a very  bad 

‘ night 


‘ night  indeed — a great  pain  in  my  head,  gums 

* and  teeth,  fome  conhderable  fever,  and  not 

‘ a wink  of  deep.  This  morning  much 
‘ worfe,  more  fever,  pain  in  my  eyes  and 
‘ head,  and  extreme  weaknefs. 1 took  a 

* pill  laft  night,  and  this  morning  had  a ftool ; 

* which  was  bullets  and  mucus. 1 com- 

* menced  about  feven  o’clock  to  take  falts  and 

* emetic  tartar,  an  ounce  of  the  former  and  two 
‘ grains  of  the  latter  diffolv'ed  in  a bottle  of 
‘ water,  with  the  juice  of  a lime  fqueezed  into 
‘ it.  I took  a wine  glafs  full  every  thirty  mi- 

* nutes  i I only  vomited  three  times,  and 

* what  came  away  was  chiefly  the  medicine, 
‘ tindtured  with  a little  yellow  bile;  but  it 

* was  adtive  enough  in  its  operation  down- 

* wards,  though  not  until  I had  taken  the 

‘ whole. 1 have  now  a pretty  free  perfpi- 

‘ ration,  but  have  a little  fever  alfo  ; my  eyes 
' not  yellow,  or  my  tongue  foul ; but  upon 

* the  whole  I am  much  annoyed — rather  in- 

* dined  to  have  flight  pains  in  my  thighs — 

* extreme  thirfl  upon  me,  and  at  a lols  what 

* to  take.  I have  taken  nothing  but  two  ba- 

* fons  of  tea,  and  thofe  after  the  operation  of 

* the  medicine  commenced.  I am  induced 

‘ to  believe  the  fever  is  the  effedt  of  the  cold 
« — however  a fever  I have. 1 fliall  take  no 

‘ calomel  to-night ; but  in  cafe  the  fever  does 

‘ not 
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' not  leave  me,  I (hall  take  to-morrow  another 

* bottle  of  the  falts,  &c. 

As  no  further  account  was  received  during 

the  few  days  I remained  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, it  is  prefumed  that  thefe  complaints 
mud:  have  vanilhed. 


C A S E IV. 

June  9th,  1790. — G.  H.  a commiffioned 
officer,  about  forty  years  of  age,  was  alfo  at- 
tacked with  the  Jungle  Fever,  at  the  fame 
place  and  period  as  the  others,  and  with  pretty 
nearly  the  farr\e  fymptoms.  Since  that  pe- 
riod he  has  never  been  in  the  enjoyment  of 
perfed  health.  When  he  applied  for  affift- 
ance,  about  the  middle  of  laft  month,  he  com- 
plained principally  of  a very  fevere  gleet  from 
the  urethra,  which  he  had  had  near  a twelve-  • 
month,  and  could  not  attribute  to  a venereal 
fource.  His  embonpoint  had  decreafed ; his 
complexion  was  extremely  fallow,  with  a 
peculiar  muddinefs  of  his  eyes.

the  liver,  which  were  not  noted  down,  and 
have  efcaped  recolledtion. — A courfe  of  calo- 
mel with  occafional  laxatives  was  preferibed 
for  him ; great  reftridlions  in  diet  were  re- 
commended ; and  an  injedlion  of  a folution 
of  opium,  fugar  of  lead,  and  white  vitriol  was 
ordered  for  the  gleet.  The  reftridlions  in  diet 
were  not  fcrupuloufly  obeyed,  nor  was  gentle 
yet  frequent  exercife  ufed,  as  had  been  recom- 
mended.

C A S E.  V, 

I,  K.  a commillioned  officer,  aged  thirty- 
' five,  at  the  beginning  of  June,  1788,  was 
feized  with  a fever  about  fifteen  days  after 
his  arrival  at  Cliitterpoor.  It  commenced 
with  a regular  cold  fit,  which  terminated  in 
a warm  profufe  fweat.  The  fymptoms  were, 
great  heat,  thirft,  heavipefs  over  the  eyes,  pain 
in  the  head,  and  inclination  to  vomit.  Thefe 
fymptoms  continued  in  a fmaller  degree,  after 
the  fweat,  for  about  five  days  during  the  in- 
tervals ; and  he  had  a regular  paroxifm  every 
fecond  day,  During  tills  time,  as  well  as 

through 
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through  the  whole  courfe  of  the  fever,  he 
was  frequently  leized  with  fpontaneous  vo- 
miting, and  threw  up  much  bile.  During 
the  fird  attacks  he  took  a vomit,  and  the 
bark  occglionally  afterwards  in  the  courfe 
of  the  fever.  He  was  extremely  languid  5 
fcarcely  able  to  ftir  ; the  head-ach  continued. 

At  the  end  of  about  hx  days  he  was  a little 
better,  and  relapfed  again  about  five  days 
afterwards.  During  this  fecond  attack  he 
thinks  he  mufi;  have  been  delirious ; he  pro-  ‘ 
ceeded  in  his  palkee  (a  litter)  from  Chitter- 
poor  to  Chittra,  about  eighty  miles.  During 
this  journey  by  dauk(pofi)  he  frequently  dip- 
ped his  head  in  any  water  he  happened  to 
meet  on  the  road.  He  thought  he  experi- 
enced fome  temporary  eafe  from  this.  He  ' 
drank  very  large  quantities  of  water.  At 
Chittra  he  was  worfe,  and  became  decided- 
ly delirious.  His  ftomach  now  rejedled  every 
thing.  He  was  once  more  a little  better,  and 
again  became  worfe.  He  thinks  thefe  relap fes 
may  have  been  about  the  lunar  periods.  He 
was  generally  more  inclined  to  vomit  when, 
he  lay  on  one  fide  than  on  the  other  3 he 
thinks  the  right  fide,  He  had  frequent 
elfervefcent  draughts,  which  he  thinks  mufi: 
have  contained  fome  purgative,  as  he  had 
generally  three  or  four  calls  to  ftool  3 thefe 
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were  not  copious.  Before  the  laft  relapfe 
at  Chittra,  he  had  been  fo  well  as  to  ride 
out  on  horfe-back.  Whenever  the  fever 
feemed  to  abate  a little,  and  even  when  it 
was  nearly  in  its  vigour,  the  bark  was  givers 
to  Kim  in  coniiderable  quantities. 

' He  left  Chittra  pretty  well,  but  relapfed 
again  at  Sheerghauttee,  about  forty  miles  from 
Chittra.  Chrittra  is  at  the  top  of  the  hills, 
and  Sheerghauttee  at  the  foot  of  them.  He 
was  now  again  delirious,  and  extremely  wea- 
kened; the  pains  in  his  back  continued, 
though  flight.  He  returned  to  Chittra  to- 
lerably well,  and  again  relapfed.  During  this 
time  he  had  continued  to  take,  the  above- 
mentione4  draughts,  and  the  bark.  Dr.  — — 
was  with  him  at  Sheerghauttee.  During 
his  firft  attack,  he  had  taken  by  the  advice 
of  a brother  officer,  a glafs-full  of  fulphur 
and  rum ; which  he  thinks  did  him  much 
differvice. 

He  again  got  pretty  v/ell  at  Chittra,  and 
proceeded  to  Gyah  about  the  end  of  Auguft. 
During  the  two  enfuing  months  he  continued 
fubjedt  to  frequent  but  flight  returns  of  fever 
about  the  lunar  periods.  He  took  a little 
bark  occaflonally,  one  vomit,  and  elixir  of  vi- 
triol often,  as  well  as  fome  columba  root, 
Gyah  is  at  a greater  difliance  from  the  former 
' ' . ■ ' hfllsi 
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hills  j though  there  are  fome  in  the  neighs 
bourhood,  which  is  well  cultivated,  There  , 
are  however  many  rice-fields.  He  fays,  he 
was  not  coftive  during  this  period,  In  the 
days  of  the  intervals  of  the  paroxifms  he 
ufed  to  mount  his  horfe,  and  follow  the 
hounds.  About  the. end  of  November  and 
December,  he  had  recovered  confiderable 
fhare  of  health  and  ftrength,  Shortly  after 
his  arrival  at  Patna,  about  the  beginning  of 
January,  he  was  feized  with  moll;  violent 
pains  in  his  bones,  particularly  in  his  legs 
and  thighs.  In  the  day  time  he  was  pretty 
free  from  them ; but  they  were  excruciating 
during  the  night,  particularly  as  he  grew 
warm  in  bed.  With  thefe  he  had  fomg 
feverilh  lymptoms. 

The  caftor-oil  was  rubbed  warm  on  his 
limbs,  which  were  then  covered  with  the 
leaves  of  that  plant,  and  fecured  by  warm 
ploths,  From  thefe  applications  he  fays  he 
experienced  great  eafe,  generally  during  the 
whole  courfe  of  the  night  j during  this  time 
he  took  about  twenty,  he  fuppofes,  mer- 
curial pills,  His  mouth  was  not  alfefted, 
lior  does  he  think  he  experienced  any  bene- 
fit from  the  pills.  He  was  much  reduced  ;; 
and ‘without  appetite,  From  the  verybegin-r 
ping  his  diet,  when  he  could  take  any  thing, 

was  - 
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was  chiefly  broth ; and  once  he  fancied  and 
ate  boiled  duck  and  onions. 

He  continued  in  this  condition  until  he 
had  proceeded  about  three  days  on  his  march 
to  Chunarghurj  before  his  arrival  at  this 
place  he  was  perfectly  rellored  to  health. 
He  had  all  this  time  continued  to  take  the 
bark  in  conflderahle  quantities.  He  arrived 
at  Chunar  about  the  middle  of  February, 
1789,  At  the  commencement  of  the 
preceding  hot  weather  he  was  much  affli(3:- 
ed  with  biles ; and  was  once  confiderably 
feverilh.  Since  that  period  he  has  acquired 
much  embonpoint,  and  has  enjoyed  excellent 
health  to  this  day.  '

CASE  VI. 

L.  M.  A commiffloned  ofliccr,  about 
.thirty  years  of  age,  of  a robufl;  habit  of  body, 
but  naturally  of  a fallow  complexion,  was  alfo 
afflided  with  the  jungle  fever  in  the  Ramghur 
diflridV,  about  the  fame  time  as  the  other 
ofhcers,  and  with  nearly  the  fame  fymptoms. 
The  fever  continued  very  oblHnate  for  a 
length  of  time  5 and  although  he  recovered 
fome  lhare  of  health  afterwards,  yet  he  re- 
mained 
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mained  fubjeft  to  frequent  relapfes,  partlcu^- 
larly  about  the  lunar  periods.  About  a 
twelvemonth  ago  he  experienced  a very  violent 
relapfe  into  the  fever,  complicated  with  the 
moli  fevere  lymptprns  of  an  atfeded  liver. 
He  took  great  quantities  of  the  ufual  medi-. 
cines  for  the  fever  without  fuccefs,  Occa^ 
lionally,  indeed,  he  got  confiderably  better, 
but  at  thofe  times  he  ufed  fo  little  caution 
with  refped  to  diet,  that  he  always  relapled 
very  foon.  He  was  at  lad;  reduced  to  fuch 
extremity  of  difeafe,  emaciation,  and  debility, 
that  his  recovery  was  deemed  utterly  impofli- 
ble.  During  this  period,  dyfenteric  fymp- 
toms  were,  I believe,  the  mod:  prevalent. 
Nature  however  again  reftored  him'  to  fome 
degree  of  drength.  He  immediately  under- 
went a courfe  of  mercury  j and  is  now  in  the 
enjoyment  of  health,  and  a confiderable  diare 
of  embonpoint.  He  is  ftill  howeycr  fubjedt 
to  confiderable  irregularity  in  the  fecretions 
of  the  bowels,  efpecially  at  the  periods  of  the 
moon.  This  indeed  may  be  attributed 
chiefly  to  his  diet,  which  is  at  no  time  under 
any  redraint.  He  fometimes  feels  an  agueifli 
tendency,  fometimes  a flight  difpofition  to 
dyfentery,  and  often  experiences  a yellow  fuifu- 
flon  over  his  fkin  and  eyes.  On  thefe  occa- 
fions  he  takes  fome  purgative  medicines,  and 

remain; 
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remains  free  from  complaint.  He  has  been 
fubjedt  to  the  piles  fince'the  attack  of  the* 
fever  in  the  Ramghur  diftriil.  ,

In  reality  all  the  gentle- 
men who  have  been  afli<5ted  with  limilar

‘ I had  another  return  of  the  fever  on  the 
‘ 1 6th,  and  I took  the  medicines  prefcribed 
‘ by  you  (folution  of  fait,  and  emetic  tartar) 
‘ and  found  benefit  from  them  j I repeated 
‘ them  three  days,  but  I lhall  take  no  more 
‘ unlefs  you  fhould  order  me  to  continue 
‘ them.’ 

As  no  further  account  was  received  du- 
ring the  remainder  of  my  refidence  (about 
feven  days)  in  the  neighbourhood,  it  is  pre- 
fumed the  fever  did  not  return.

A COMPARATIVE  VIEW  OF  THE  VARIOUS 
MODES  OF  TREATMENT, 

BY  BARK,  WINE,  OPIUM,  AND  INTESTINAL 
EVACUANTS. 
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INTRODUCTION- 


ON  board  the  Houghton,  which  lay 
off  the  Broken  Ground  in  the  river 
Ganges,  on  the  24th  of  Auguft,  about  forty 
men  were  ill  of  fevers  of  various  types ; but 
all  the  cafes  were  more  or  lefs  accompa- 
nied by  the  debility,  which  is  fuppofed  cha- 
radteriftic  of  the  Ship  Fever.  A great  foul- 
nefs  of  the  tongue  was  alfo  pretty  general. 
The  lick  were  very  dirty  in  their  clothes  and 
perfons.  We  had  fuppofed,  that  thefe  dif- 
orders  would  difappear  rapidly  on  our  de- 
parture from  the  Broken  Ground;  but  in. 
ithis  expedation  we  were  much  difappointed, 
although  the  deck  was  frequently  wallied, 
and  the  beams  and  planks  alfo  walhed  with 
‘Warm  vinegar.  The  weather  was  extremely 
favourable,  and  the  ventilation  between  decks 
better  than  could  have  been  expeded.  There 
was,  however,  a fenfible  alteration  for  the  bet- 
ter, both  in  the  number  and  violence  of  the 
fevers ; but  it  was  more  gradual  than  we 
had  hoped.  The  Ihip’s  complement  was  at  - 
this  time  too  fmall  to  allow  of  many  attend- 
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ants  on  the  fick.  The  furgeon’s  fervant  wa*  ; 
a perfon  who  had  never  adted  in  that  capacity  | 
before.  The  furgeon’s  mate  had  been  long 
ill  of  a fever,  and  could  not  of  courfe  yield 
his  affiftance.  The  furgeon  was  then,  and 
had  been  Ion?  before,  haraffed  with  a fever,  a 
and  the  liver  complaint.  He  could  . not,  of  it) 
courfe,  give  the  lick  all  the  minute  attention' in 
during  the  day,  that  was  abfolutely  requi-^W 
lite;  the  account  of  the  fymptoms  there- ''JB 
fore  is  very  defective  at  this  period.'  The|™ 
lick  had  no  other  fixed  diet  than  rice,  except|;  ■ 
their  fait  beef ; but  this  and  their  drams,  at 
the  furgecn’s  infiigation,  were  ordered  toMf 
be  Hopped.  -To  thofe,  who  feemed  moH  rfe-1 
duced,  an  allowance  of  fugar,  wine,  and  fago 
was  ferved  out  for  fome  days  before  our  ar- 
rival at  Madras ; but  few  of  them,  it  is  be- 
lieved, had  the  means  of  getting  this  mefs^ 
properly  cooked,  as  they  had  no  other  at-  ^ 
tendants  than  their  mefs-mates,  who  did  not 
afford  them  much  affiffance.  Pains  of  any 
kind  were  not  a frequent  fymptom  of  thefe 
fevers.  The  head  indeed  was  much  aftedted, 
but  moft  frequently  witli  weight  and  giddi- 
nefs;  the  latter  feemed  mofi:  general.  Sick- 
nefs  and  fpontaneous  vomiting  were  not 
uncommon.  Bilious  difeharges  both  ways 
were  very  ufual,  although  few  had  their  eyes 
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or  fkin  at  all  fufFufed  with  bile.  Cold  clam- 
my fweats  were  frequent.  The  tongue  was 
generally  moift,  though  very  foul  ^ in  fome  in- 
ftances  however  very  blackj  dry  and  ftiff,  with 
a fenfe  of  drynefs  and  ftiffnefs  down  the 
throat  and  osfophagus. 

Great  giddinefs,  tremors,  and  fenfe  of 
weaknefs,  were  the  moft  common  fymptoms. 
As  thefe  appeared  to  fucceed  the  operation 
of.  fome  purgatives,  which  were  exhibited  at 
firft,  recourfe  was  afterwards  had  to  the 
common  pradlice  of  giving  the  bark  in  large 
quantities,  generally  with  opium.  We  had 
no  powder  of  bark,  and  were  obliged  to  ufe 
the  decodtion  only,  which  was  not  probably 
always  of  the  firft  flrength.  Whether  it 
was  owing  to  the  weak  preparation  of  the 
bark,  or  to  the  bark  itfelf,  may  be  doutful ; 
but  the  bark  and  opium  did  not  appear  on  the 
whole  to  have  been  of  much  fervice.  If  ever 
the  bark  proved  ferviceable  in  fevers,  this 
was  the  occalion  that  feemed  to  demand 
its  ufe  in  the  moft  powerful  form.  Could 
the  effedt  of  the  medicines  have  been  properly 
watched,  could  the  diet  and  every  other 
circumftance  refpedting  the  patient  have 
been  exadtly  regulated,  a further  reliance 
would  certainly  have  been  placed  on  the 
purgative  fyftem,  which  had  been  found 
' F 2 invariably 
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invariably  fuccefsful  during  former  praflicc 
in  India ; but  in  a (ituation,  which  was 
entirely  new,  the  refponlibility  of  a peculiar 
mode  of  treatment  was  too  great.  The 
bark  had  certainly  not  the  faireft  poffible 
trial ; but  the  opium,  which  has  by  fome 
people  been  extolled  fo  much,  was  exhi- 
bited in  vain  in  very  confiderable  quantities. 
It  is  a queftion,  indeed,  whether  any  mode  of 
treatment  could  have  proved  fuccefsful  when 
there  was  room  to  fufpecfl,  that  on  the  flighted 
exemption  from  the  worfl:  fymptoms  of  the 
fever,  the  flck  indulged  in  fait  proviflons  and 
drams,  notwithflanding  every  prohibition. 
What  has  been  faid  above  relates  to  the  flck 
before  our  arrival  at  Madras,  where  we  left 
them  all,  except  two  or  three  fevers.  Thefe, 
and  all  the  other  fevers  which  occurred 
during  the  reft  of  the  paflage,  yielded  to  the 
purgative  fyftem. 

However  deficient  the  following  columns 
may  juftly  be  deemed  in  the  article  of  fymp- 
toms,  yet  it  is  hoped  they  will  exhibit  an 
outline  of  the  effedts  of  certain  medicines  in 
Ship  Fever,  not  altogether  ufelefs  to  the  practi- 
tioner in  warm  climates.  The  laft  column 
exhibits  the  fymptoms  of  each  cafe  on  the 
day  on  which  the  patients  WTre  fent  to  the 
liofpital  at  Madras  ; but  it  may  ferve  equally 
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to  give  a pretty  difHn<ft  idea  of  the  whole 
courfe  of  the  fever  in  each  inllance;  for 
the  fymptoms  were,  with  little  variation, 
except  in  their  degree  of  violence,  the  fame 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  voyage,  fi'om 
Bengal  to  Madras.  It  w^as  deemed  fully 
fufficient  for  every  ufeful  purpofe  to  annex 
a table  of  the  latitudes  and  longitudes, 
and  of  one  month  only  of  the  thermometer. 
The  lunar  periods  are  added  as  in  the  Se- 
lect EVIDENCES. 

In  all  the  cafes,  which  occurred  after 
our  departure  from  Madras,  the  patients 
mull  be  underflood  to  have  been  con- 
fined to  low  diet,'  unlefs  where  any  other 
is  fpecified ; to  have  done  fome  duty  by  day 
during  the  whole  courfe  of  indifpofition, 
except  under  the  immediate  prefTure  of  a 
paroxifm,  at  which  period  only  confinement 
to  a hammock  was  allowed'^  and  to  have  in 
general  remained  on  deck  in  the  open  air  at 
other  times,  if  the  weather  did  not  interfere 
to  prevent  them. 

The  cafes  fland  in  the  exadl  form  in  which 
they  were  daily  t;uken  down,  during  the 
vifitation  of  the  fick. 

On  the  departure  of  the  Houghton  from 
Madras  one  or  two  only  of  thofe  who  had 
been  fent  to  the  hofpital  were  deemed  capa- 
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the  voyage. 

On  a new  fupply  of  medicines  at  Madras,  | 
new  forms  of  medicines  were  deemed  proper, 
and  are  accordingly  annexed,  as  well  as  a 
diet  for  the  fick,  in  lieu  of  their  drams  and 
fait  beef.

ing  is  confiderably  fuller,  and  even  ftrong^ 

His  feet  were  bathed  twice  or  thrice  yefter- 
day  evening.  His  fkin  is  ftill  very  dry ; nor 
has  he  fweated  as  yet ; his  tongue  rather  lefs 
clean.  He  has  talcen  all  the  bark,  and  ano-; 

ther  bottle  of  Madeira. The  mixture  of 

bark  and  opium,  the  pediluvium,  and  the  wine 
to  be  continued.  Twenty  drops  more  of 
laudanum  to  be  added  to  the  bark. 

Afternoon.  It  appears  now  that  he  threw  | 
' up  both  bark  and  wine  yefterday  occauonally. 

He  has  thrown  up,  both  to-day,  and  every 
thing  elfc  the  moment  he  has  taken  it.  He 
does  not  of  courfe  appear  to  have  had  much 
aliment  lately.  He  fat  up  for  a few  mi- 
nutes in  his  hammock,  and  was  obliged  to 
lie  down  again.  His  pulfe  is  about  92, 

^ pretty  firong,  and  even  fmart.  His  hands 
cool,  and  his  tongue  pretty  much  the  fame. 

He  has  no  pain  on  preffure  any  where  about 
the  ftq^nach  and  bowels,  except  the  general 
forenefs,  of  which  he  has  complained  during 
the  greater  part  of  his  diforder.  By  mii- 
y take  he  took  all  the  bark  and  opium  to-day 
at  one  draught,  but  his  llomach  rejedled  it 
immediately.  He  has  had  two  ftools  to-day, 
thin,  fmall  and  frothy. — ^ — Sago,  panada  or 
gruel  with  wine  to  be  given  frequently,  but 
in  very  fmall  quantities  at  a time.  His  feet 

to 
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to  be  bathed  for’  an  hour  if  praaicable,  or 
fomented.  A blifter  to  be  applied  over  his 
ftomach.  If  the  vomiting  continue,  let  the 

effervefcent  draughts  be  tried. 

25th.  He  affured  me  yefterday  evening, 
that  the  running  from  the  nofe,  and  other 
catarrhal  fymptoms,  had  not  left  him;  as 
they  appeared  to  have  done  during  my  vi- 
fits  for  fome  days  paft.  This  difcharge  how- 
ever has  left  him  completely  fince  4 o’clock 
this  morning ; from  which  period  he  has 
enjoyed  a comfortable  repofe.  During  the  ^ 
pediluvium,  as  he  was  fitting  up  out  of  his 
hammock,  his  pulfe  became  fo  very  feeble 
and  Alkali  as  not  to  be  felt  dihindly : his 
hands  were  alio  cold.  Three  hours  after  he 
had  returned  to  his  hammock  his  pulfe  be- 
came lefs  feeble  and  fmall ; and  this  morning 
it  is  full,  pretty  ftrong,  and  104.  He  took 
N“  3 all  night ; at  firft  his  ftomach  rejeded 
feme  of  it;  but  a confiderable  quantity  re- 
mained. He  has  taken  a little  wine  and 
water  this  morning;  but  he  rejeded  pure 
Port  from  his  ftomach.  ’Till  4 o’clock  he  was 
very  reftlefs.  He  had  two  fmall  frothy  and 
windy  ftools.  His  fK.in  is  warm. 

The  medicines  chiefly  in  ufe  in  European 
routine  having  been  ufed  in  vain ; it  being 
the  decided  opinion  that  the  patient  muft 
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die,  and  flrong  fufpicions  'being  entertained 
■ by  me  that  his  liver  is  afFedled,  I (liall  ven- 
ture to  try  mercury.  But  as  there  is  not  any 
mercurial  ointment,  my  foie  dependance  muft 
be  on  calomel.  His  attendants  fay,  he  had 
fome  delirium  laft  night. All  other  medi- 

cines to  be  difcontinued,  and  eight  grains  of 
calomel  to  be  taken  immediately. 

Noon.  He  has  juft  had  a'ftool  of  nearly 
a pint  of  deep  yellow  water,  which  was  very 
foetid.  He  has  not  vomited  fince  morning. 
His  pulfe  is  full,  and  of  very  good  ftrength. 
His  fkin  is  warm,  and  feems  to  -have  fome 
tendency  to  become  moift. — Let  him  take  a 
fmall  fpoonful  of  the  mixture,  N“  3,  every 
hour. 

4 P.  M,  He  has  retained  every  thing 
he  has  taken,  viz.  about  nine  fpoonfulls  of 
N**  3,  and  four  or  five  table  fpoonfulls  of 
thick  gruel  with  wine  and  fugar.  He  took 
the  remainder  of  the  Madeira,  about  one  pint, 
durins:  the  courfe  of  the  forenoon.  He  com- 

O 

plains  greatly  of  thirft : and  fays  he  ftiould 
be  well  if  the  thirft  left  him.  He  thinks 
he  fhall  be  able  to  eat  a little  broth  to- 
morrow. His  pulfe  is  about  106,  foft  and 
pretty  full,  but  not  fo  ftrong  as  in  the 
morning ; his  Ikin  pretty  natural.  He  does 

not 
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hot  feem  to  hear,  or  to  attend  to  queftions 
as  well  as  he  ufed.  He  has  had  another  ftool 
of  the  fame  kind.  His  anfwer,  when  alked 
how  he  does,  is  generally,  ‘ I don’t  know  how 
I am  ; ’ and  then  he  complains  of  exceffive 

third. Let  him  continue  to  fuck  gently 

but  conftantly  a piece  of  lint,  foaked  with 
equal  parts  of  lime-juice  and  water.  His 
' tongue  has  continued  always  mold. 

26th.  7 A.  JVI.  He  took  four  fpoons 

full  more  of  N"  3 during  the  evening,  and 
feveral  large  fpoons  full  of  gruel,  part  of 
which  his  domach  rejefled.  Every  time  he 
attempted  to  fwallow  a fpoon-full  of  Madeira 
it  was  ' thrown  up  immediately.  He  kept 
a little  of  the  gruel  on  his  domach  lad  night. 
The  lime-juice  and  water  do  not  allay  his 
third,  which  fesms  to  be  the  only  trouble- 
fome  fymptom  he  has ; for  he  does  not  feel 
the  giddinefs  as  he  lies  down ; and  the  cough 
is  confiderably  diminifhed,  as  far  as  appears 
during  attendance.  The  running  from  his 
nofe  has  not  returned,  nor  does  he  com- 
plain now  of  cold  in  his  head.  He  had  three 
or  four  other  dools  of  the  fame  kind  before 
night,  and  two  during  the  night,  but  not  fo 
foetid.  He  took  a pill  of  ten  grains  of 
calomel  lad  night.  He  thinks  cold  weak 
Thicken  broth  would  quench  his  third.

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Some  yellow  llime  appears  on  the  bottom 
of  the  bucket. 

9 A.  M.  He  has  palTed  about  half  a pint 
more  of  the  fame  kind  of  bilious  liquid,  with 
. fome  thick  mucus,  tinged  with  a very  little 
blood.  His  pulfe  is  pretty  full,  and  of  a good 
ftrength.  He  has  retained  two  fpoons  full  of 
very  weak  chicken  broth  on  his  homach. 

, I P.  M,  He  has  taken  in  all  about  eight 
ounces  of  the  weak  chicken  broth.  He  has 
had  more  difcharges  of  the  fame  kind  by 
ftool.  He  has  retained  every  thing  on  his 
jflomach  to  - day,  but  wine  and  medicine 
have  not  been  given.  His  pulfe  has  en- 
creafed  in  fullnefs  and  ftrength.  He  does 
not  think  himfelf  weakened  by  the  dif- 
charges. 

4 P.  M.  His  pulfe  is  1 1 2,  and  of  the  fame 
ftrength.  He  has  taken  about  five  or  fix 
ounces  of  a mixture,  of  one  dram  of  cream 
of  tartar,  half  an  ounce  of  fal  rupellenfe  with 
fugar,  eftence  of  peppermint,  and  fpirit  of 
lavender,  in  twenty- two  ounces  of  water. 
He  continues  to  take  about  two  ounces  of 
this  every  hour^  and  it  agrees  well  with  his 
ftomach.  What  he  paftes  is  of  the  fame 
kind  as  before,  about  four  or  fix  ounces  at 
each  call.  He  thinks  the  giddinefs  as  well 
as  the  cough  better. 

2/th. 
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27th.  7 A.  M.  He  had  ten  grains  of 

calomel  laft  night;  and  took  a couple  of 
ounces  of  the  laxative  mixture  four  hours 
after.  He  had  frequent  calls  during  the 
night;  and  feems  to  have  palTed  in  all  not  • 
quite  a pint  of  the  fame  kind  of  liquid  as 
before,  equally  foetid,  and  perhaps  ivith  a 
little  more  blood  in  it.  He  fays  he  thinks 
he  is  rather  weaker  after  fo  many  calls.  He 
feemed  to  have  an  encreafe  of  general  uneali- 
nefs  in  the  evening,  with  a greater  frequency 
and  fullnefs^  of  pulfe.  His  pulfe  this  morning 
is  96,  his  fkin  more  cool,  and  ftill  dry.  Thirft 
as  ufual. 

Noon.  He  has  taken  five  or  fix  fpoons  full 
of  N“  3 this  forenoon,  and  feveral  of  weak 
mutton  broth.  His  back  and  head  have 
been  raifed  all  the  forenoon  without  giddi- 
nefs.  He  has  palfed  about  two  ounces  of  a 
dark  brown  foetid  mucus ; but  little  or  none 
of  the  former  deep  yellow  liquid.  He  has 
juft  taken  an  ounce  of  the  laxative  mixture. 
His  urine  is  white  and  thick,  as  if  pus  were 
diffufed  through  it. 

His  pulfe  was  92  about  one  o’clock,  it 
is  now  96,  and  much  more  feeble  and 
fmall.  He  fays,  he  becomes  very  faint.  His 
Ikin  is  very  cool.  He  has  pafied  fince  laft 
vifit  about  three  or  four  ounces  of  the 

9 fame 
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fame  kind  of  dark  brown  mucus;  as  if  bile 
and  blood  were  both  diffufed  through  it. 

To  take  frequently,  notwithftanding  his 

apprehenhons  of  throwing  it  up,  a fpoonful 
.of  equal  parts  of  Madeira  and  water,  warm. 
One  grain  of  opium  to  be  taken  imme- 
diately, His  feet  to  be  fomented  ; or  bottles 
of  warm  water  to  be  applied  to  the  foies.  If 
his  -pulfe  diould  not  rife  before  eight  o’clock, 
let  a blifter  be  applied  on  the  miide  of  his 
thigh,  and  two  grains  of  opium  be  taken. 

28th.  7 A.  M.  His  ftomach  rejected 

the  wine  and  water  immediately;  but  he 
retained  fome  fpoons^full  of  the  broth  and 
gruel.  He  refufed  the  blifter.  He  took  a 
pill  of  five  grains  of  calomel  with  two  of 
opium.  About  10  P.  M.  lafi;  night  he  com- 
plained more  than  ever  of  the  opprelfion 
about  the  praecordia,  or  in  breathing,  and 
was  extremely  low.  He  had  a mixture  of 
mulk,  laudanum  and  fpirit  of  fal  ammoniac. 
Of  this  he  took,  during  the  night,  feveral 
fpoons  full.  This  morning  he  fays  his  breath- 
ing is  better.  His  pulfe  is  fcarcely  more  \ 
full.  His  hands,  which  were  cold  lafi:  night, 
are  rather  warm  this  morning.  On  taking 
another  fpoonfull  of  the  mulk  mixture  this 
morning,  his  ftomach  feems  to  have  reject- 
ed all  which  he  had  taken  during  the  night. 

9 A.  M, 
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9 A.  M.  He  has  paffed  about  a pint  of 
dark  bilious  mucus  j and  has  vomited  nearly 
as  much  of  green  and  yellow,  bitter  matters  5 ' 
fince  which  he  is  eafier.  He  threw  up  before 
a pill  of  one  grain  of  opium  and  two  of 
calomel.  He  has  fince  retained  feveral  fpoons 
full  of  gruel.  His  thirft  is  as.  bad  as  ever. 

I P.  M.  He  has  taken  nine  fpoons  full 
of  pretty  ftrong  chicken  broth.  He  has  palT- 
ed  nearly  a pint  more  of  the  fame  kind  of 
bilious  matters,  but  not  quite  fo  dark,  and 
thinner.  He  fays  his  third:  is  as  bad  as 
ever.  His  pulfe  is  100,  a little  encreafed  in 
ftrength  j his  tongue  redder  than  ufual ; his 
Ikin  of  a natural  warmth.  His  urine  was 
pale  and  clear,  but  in  fmall  quantity,  yefter- 
day  evening. 

4 P.  M.  His  pulfe  is  104,  and  rather 

ftronger,  as  if  from  feverifli  exacerbation.  He 

has  had  a pill  of  two  grains  of  calomel,  which 

his  ftomach  has  retained.  He  has  taftcd  a 

% 

weak  infufion  of  chamomile  flowers,  but 
would  not  fwallow  it. 

29th.  7 A.  M.  Lafl:  night  he  had  a pill 
of  three  grains  of  calomel  and  one  of  opium 
but  as  he  vomited  a little,  fifteen  minutes 
afterwards,  it  is  uncertain  whether  he  retained 
it  or  not.  He  had  alfo  a glyfter  of  three 
grains  of  opium,  diflblved  in  four  ounces  of 

water. 
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and  the  fame  quantity  of  thick  rice  water ; 
and  drank  about  a pint  of  water  with  toafted 
bifeuit,  during  the  night ; which  he  thinks 
has  in  fome  degree  allayed  the  exceffive  and 
obftinate  third:.  He  had  frequent  calls  for 
the  bed-pan  during  the  night,  and  paded  al- 
together about  a pint  or  lefs  of  the  former 
dark  yellow  fcEtid  liquid,  with  very  little  of 
the  mucus.  His  pulfe  is  102,  with  fome 
flight  degree  of  fmartnefs  in  the  broke ; 
his  Ikin  warm ; his  tongue  moift  as  ufual. 

He  feels  lefs  of  the  general  unealinefs,  op- 
preffion.  See.  than  he  ufed. 

Afternoon.  His  domach  rejected  a pill  of 
two  grains  of  calomel  half  an  hour  after  it 
was  down.  He  has  taken  nothing,  except 
one  fpoonful  of  gruel.  He  threw  up  mut- 
ton broth,  and  every  thing  elfe.  His  pulfe 
is  1 14,  his  tongue  clean.  I 

30th.  7 A.  M.  Glyders  of  broth  with  1 

laudanum  were  ordered  yederday,  but  they  ■ 
could  not  be  exhibited.  During  the  evening 
however  he  retained  a fpoonful  or  two  of  ! 
chicken  broth.  He  faid  fomething  colledled  ; 
about  his  throat,  which  he  could  not  dif-  ' 
charge.  About  1 1 P.  M.  he  had  an  evi- 
dent moidure  on  his  wrid  and  hand,  which 
were  fufficiently  warm  } no  other  part  of  his 

body 
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body  was  examined.  He  f^id  he  had  felt 
the  fame  moifture,  preceded  by  a flufhing 
heat,  once  before  during  the  courfe  of  the 
evening,  flis  cough  is  the  fame  as  ever. 
He  fays  the  forenefs  is  only  on  the  outfide 
of  the  cheft.  He  was  very  reftlefs,  and  raved 
all  night.  He  has  conftant  hiccup  now.  He 
has  paffed,  during  the  night,  about  a pint  of 
deep  yellow  bilious  liquid,  foetid  as  ufual. 
He  has  retained  madeira  and  water  on  his 
ftomach  during  the  night. 

II  A.  M.  He  has  drank  more  than  a 
pint  of  equal  parts  of  madeira  and  water,  and 
has  fwallowed  one  fpoonful  of  gruel.  He 
fays  he  is  much  inclined  to  deep.  His  pulfe 
is  1 04,  and  rather  a little  better  in  other  re- 
fpedls ; his  fkin  pretty  natural.  He  has  paffed 
by  flool  about  half  a pint  of  the  ufual  kind  of 
dejedlion,  mixed  with  much  mucus. 

9 A.  M.  3 1 ft.  Laft  Quarter.  He  has  ta- 
ken, befides  madeira  and  water,  about  a pint 
of  ftrong  bodied  claret  fince  laft  vifit,  with 
an  equal  quantity  of  water.  He  ate  a little 
gruel,  perhaps  two  fpoons  full  yefterday.  His 
pulfe  was  increafed  in  fulnefs  yefterday  even- 
ing ; and  his  fkin  was  of  a natural  warmth. 
He  has  paffed  about  two  pints  of  dark  co- 
loured bile  fince  laft  vifit.  He  ate  about  half 
a pint  of  chicken  broth  yefterday,  and  re- 

X tained 
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tained  every  thing  on  his  ftomach.  His  at- 
tendant fays,  he  feemed  to  deep  pretty  well 
^ all  night,  but  he  declares  otherwife.  His 
pulfe  is  about  94,  but  very  fmall  and  feeble 
this  morning ; his  hands  very  cool ; his  urine 
is  white  and  muddy.  His  attendant  fays,  it 
was  rather  of  a high  colour  yefterday.  His 
third:  continues  much  the  fame,  - 

1 1 A.  M.  He  dill  continues  very  low,  but 

his  fkin  feems  warmer. A large  blider  to 

be  applied  between  the  dioulders  immediately. 
His  belly  during  the  whole  courfe  of  the 
diforder  has  been  rather  funk ; nor  has  ful- 
nefs  or  pain  been  difcoverable  on  preffure  in  - 
the  region  of  the  liver,  fpleen,  or  indeed  in 
any  other  part.  During  the  former  part  of 
the  voyage,  before  his  illnefs,  he  appeared  to 
be  of  an  indolent  and  fluggidi  habit.  No 
fymptoms  of  fcurvy  have  occurred  in  any  part 
of  his  perfon. 

November  id.  The  blider  rofe.  His  dif- 
charges  downwards  were  almod  condant, 
and  very  foetid.  He  afked  for  a bit  of  chicken, 
which  was  given  ; but  on  tading  it,  he  fpit 
it  out.  His  pulfe  declined.  He  fwallowed 
about  a pint  of  claret  and  madeira  during  the 
night.  He  would  not  permit  more  bliders 
to  be  applied.  The  wine  was  warmed.  At 
7 A.  M.  his  pulfe  was  not  to  be  felt  in 

either 
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either  wrift.  He  conipla.ined  of  3.  fevere  p3,in 
under  the  ribs  of  the  left  lide.  He  was 
^ fenfible;  but  on  anfwering  queftions,  he 
called  the  blifter  a poultice,  yet  correded 
himfelf  when  the  blifter  wasj  mentioned. 
He  alfo  at  that  time  referred  the  pain  to 
the  ftioulder;  but  again  correded  himfelf, 
when  the  pain,  under  the  ribs  was  fuggefted. 
His  breathing  was  more  difficult.  He  died 
at  half  paft  8 A.  M. 


DISSECTION  of  R A L p H Picker- 
ing, &c.  by  Mr.  Richie,  under  the 
Infpedion  of  J.  P.  Wade. 

The  whole  of  this  bujinefs  is  nothing  more 
than  the  felf-praife  and  wilhed-for  good 
opinion  (it  is  to  be  fuppofed)  of  the  very 
injenious  writer. — Remark  by  Mr,  Richie 
after  my  departure. 

UPON  opening  the  abdomen  the  omen- 
tum appeared  found,  in  its  natural 
fttuation  (but  much  deprived  of  fat);  the  arch 
of  the  colon  quite  collapfed ; its  coats  fo 
much  thickened,  that  upon  divifton  with 
the  knife  little  or  no  cavity  appeared.  Tracing 
its  courfe  downwards,  the  caecum  and  redum 

X 2 appeared 
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appeared  found,  though  empty  (the  inteftines 
were  all  much  collapfed,  and  of  a dirty  cream 
colour)  j the  flomach  fo  much  collapfed,  as  it 
was  with  fome  difficulty  to  be  diftinguifhed 
at  firffc  (from  the  inteftines)  quite  found 
and  empty  (of  the  fame  colour  as  the  in- 
teftines). Tracing  to  the  duodenum,  nothing 
appeared  but  a little  pure  yellow  bile  at 
that  part  of  the  du6t  correfponding  to  the 
termination  of  the  biliary  dudts  (the  bile 
did  not  appear  feparate  or  collected,  but  the 
internal  furface  of  the  gut  feemed  to  be 
fmeared  with  a deep  coloured  bile,  as  far 
as  the  finger  was  puihed,  which,  when  re- 
traced appeared  covered  with  it  all  round). 
The  kidneys  lay  found  in  their  natural  fitua- 
tion  (the  right  kidney  only  was  examined). 
The  bladder  of  urine  collapfed  and  quite  found. 
The  fpleen  found,  and  of  a remarkable  bright 
blue  colour.  The  external  appearance  of 
the  liver  quite  natural,  and  without  any  pre- 
ternatural adhiefions  whatever,  but  apparent- 
ly very  much  enlarged,  fo  that  the  convex 
portion  of  the  great  lobe  feemed  fomewhat 
pufhed  into  the  thorax.  Incifions  made  into 
its  lobes  difcovered  nothing  prasternatural. 
The  gall  bladder  (turgid)  very  full  of  a 
matter  of  a very  blackifh  appearance,  and 
much  refembling  coal  tar  (in  colour  and  con- 

fiftence) ; 
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fiftence)^  its  cavity  might  have  contained  about 
fix  ounces  of  gall  (it  appeared  to  contain  that 
quantity  of  the  black  ropy  fubftance).  The 
liver  with  its  gall  bladder  felt  unufually 
ponderous.  Nothing  preternatural  appeared 
in  either  lobe  of  the  lungs  (the  lungs  were  of 
a dirty  cream  colour,  with  livid  fpots  in  fome 
parts,  particularly  on  the  lower  extremities 
of  the  lobes,  as  if  from  elfulions  of  blood. 
On  incilion,  a little  blood  and  air  oozed  out. 
There  was  about  an  ounce  of  water  in  the 
left  cavity,  and  no  adhefions).  The  heart 
natural,  empty,  collapfed,  with  the  ufual 
quantity  of  w^ater  in  the  pericardium.

Mr.  CRAWFORD  mentions  one 
(diforder  of  the  liver)  which  he  deno- 
minates an  enlargement  of  the  liver.  The 
principal  figns  are  a great  and  fudden  fwelling 
and  hardnefs  of  the  belly,  with  difficulty  of

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breathing,  a general  weaknefs,  a fenfe  of 
tightnefs  about  the  hreaft  and  a giddinefs 
of  the  head  on  any  little  motion  is  perceived ; 
then  an  oedematous  fwelling  appears  in  the 
legs.  Pains  in  the  back,  third:  (great  and 
incedant  third),  and  lofs  of  appetite  attend. 
The  pulfe  is  fmall  and  weak  but  on  bleed- 
ing it  becomes  more  full  and  didindl.  The 
countenance  is  dorid.  As  the  belly  enlarges 
the  breathing  is  more  difdcultj  and  then 
the  fenfe  of  oppredion  about  the  praecordia, 
and  a ilridture  about  the  cartilage  enfiformis, 
becomes  almoft  infupportable,  foori  termi- 
nating in  a complete  fudbeation.  A violent 
vertigo,  and  troublefome  palpitation  of  the 
heart  are  occadonal  fymptoms.  Some  fyrfip- 
toms  of  this  diforder  refemble  thofe  of  feurvyj 
but  the  fore  fpungy  gums,  always  attendant  | 
on  feurvy,  are  not  obferved  here,

The  liver  did  indeed  make  a very  extraor- 
dinary appearance.  It  was  enlarged  almod 
beyond  imagination.  It  occupied  the  whole 

of  both  hypochondria,  and  defeended  a con- 

fiderable 
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iiderable  way  into  the  hypogaftrium.  The 
fuperior  part  of  it  had  thruft  the  diaphragm 
up  into  the  thorax.  The  convex  part  o 
the  liver  appeared  higher  up  in  the  thorax 
than  the  enfiform  cartilage.  It  had  com- 
prdfed  the  lungs,  particularly  the  right  lobe, 
which  was  much  colkpfed,  and  covered  with 
white  fpots,  had  a number  of  tubercles  on  it, 
and  made  a very  morbid  appearance.  It  was 
not  the  fize  of  a common  tennis-ball.  The 
left  lobe  was  much  lefs  than  in  a natural 
Hate, , and  covered  alfo  with  white  fpots. 
Part  of  the  liver,  which  extended  to  the 
thorax,  was  of  a particular  form,  refembling 
a cone,  rather  'obtufely  pointed,  about  four 
inches  diameter  at  its  bafe,  and  neai  tnree 
inches  high.  It  arofe  from  the  fuperior 
convex  part.  (This  in  a leffer  degree  ap- 

peared in  Pickering’s  liver.)  The  liver  in 
general  was  more  florid  than  is  commonly 
perceived.  We  now  examined  every  part  of 
this  vifcus,  and  could  not  difcover  the  leafl: 
veftige  of  difeafe,  befides  the  Angular  enlarge- 
ment. The  gall  bladder  was  in  its  natural 
fituation,  but  quite  turgid  with  bile.  The 
bile  was 'Very  vifcid,  and  of  a dark  green  co- 
lour. The  du6t  fluffed  with  indurated  m.at- 
ter.  The  liver  probably  was  not  lefs  ponder- 
ous than  thirteen  or  fourteen  pounds. 

X4  REMARKS 
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REMARKS  on  Pickering’s  Case, 

The  complication  of  fymptoms  in  this  cafe 
was  uncommon.  The  catarrhal  fymptoms, 
I believe,  would  have  been  denominated  ner-r 
vous  by  the  generality  of  the  faculty.  The 
great  proftration  of  ftrength,  as  well  as  the 
affedtion  of  the  ears,  which  attended  from 
the  commencement,  and  the  giddinefs  alfo, 
afforded  fufficient  grounds  for  fuch  a conjec- 
ture ^ but  the  nature  of  the  difcharges  by 
Rool  proved  the  diforder,  at  that  early  period 
at  leaft,  to  be  principally  bilious.  The  dy- 
fentery  indeed  appeared  to  be  the  only  dif- 
eafe  of  any  confequence  at  that  time ; for  the 
catarrhal  fymptoms,  though  they  proved  ul- 
timately fo  obftinate  as  almoft  to  form  the 
charadler  of  the  diforder,  were  at  firft  very 
trifling,  and  in  no  manner  alarming.  It 
would  appear  that  thofe  fymptoms  have  been 
generally  pronounced  nervous  by  practitioners, 
for  which  they  could  not  account  in  any  plau- 
fible  manner  ! I have  therefore  faid,  that  moft 
of  the  appearances  in  the  prefent  inftance 
would  probably  have  been  efteemed  fuch; 
but  it  was  not  poflible  I could  entertain  a 
fimilar  judgment  of  the  cafe ; as  I had  been 
accLiflomed,  during  the  whole  courfe  of  my 
practice  in  India,  to  trace  fuch  lymptoms

as  thofe  in  queftion  to  affedions  of  th  ebowels, 
•^Q  livcFj  or  intcftinal  accumulations}  to 
derive  the  indications  of  cure  frOm  thofe  four- 
ces,  and  to  treat  them  with  decided  fuc- 
cefs,  with  a fingle  exception,  as  far  as  my 
recolledion  ferves  me  at  prefent.  I never 
therefore  fhould  have  thought  of  treating 
the  cafe  as  nervous,  had  it  fallen  under  my 
charge  in  India;  but  as  the  pradice  as  well 
as  the  difeafes  might  be  fuppofed  to  differ 
widely  on  board  a fliip,  and  as  I had  not 
had  any  very  extenfive  experience  in  this  line, 
I did  not  dare  to  take  upon  myfelf  the  re- 
fponfibility  of  treating  the  cafe  in  a peculiar 
mode,  which  feemed  fo  repugnant  to  Euro- 
ropean  routine,  at  leaft  after  the  removal  of 
the  dyfenteric  fymptoms,  and  when  all  thofe 
which  remained  might  be  deemed  to  confti- 
tute  a low  nervous  fever,  Notwithflanding 
therefore  the  great  fenfe  of  proftration  of 
ftrength,  which  followed  the  firfl  evacuati- 
ons, I fhould  not  have  hefitated  to  perfevere 
in  the  fame  plan,  to  a certain  degree  at  leafl, 
had  I not  been  deterred  by  the  decided  opinion 
of  others  in  favour  of  bark,  wine,  and  other 
medicines  generally  prefcribed  in  low  cafes. 
Whatever  the  caufe  of  the  dyfenteric  fymp- 
toms may  have  been  fuppofed,  it  is  evident 
that  they  yielded,  in  the  ufual  way,  to  intefti- 

nal 
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nal  evacuations,  in  the  ufual  time.  Are  wc 
to  prefume  that  thefe  were  only  fymptoms 
of  the  general  diforder,  or  a diftind  difeafe 
exifting  at  the  fame  time  with  the  other  ? 
If  the  former,  it  might  be  reafonably  fufped- 
ed,  that,  as  the  caufe  of  all  the  lymptoms 
was  the  fame,  the  fame  treatment,  which 
removed  the  worft,  might,  under  certain 
modifications,  prove  ferviceable  in  the  cure 
of  the  others,  or,  in  other  words,  in  the 
entire  removal  of  the  caufe  and  of  the  com- 
plaint. I fhall  not  difcufs  here  the  com- 
patibility of  two  general  difeafes  in  the  fyftem 
at  one  time,  efpecially  where  the  nature  of 
the  one  has  generally  been  deemed  very  ad- 
verfe,  if  not  diredUy  contrary  to  the  other. 
The  mofi:  certain  criterion  of  a bilious  dif- 
order is  derived  from  the  appearance  of i the 
evacuations  from  the  bowels.  In  the  pre- 
fent  inftance  they  were  obvioufiy  bilious  : even 
at  the  time  when  he  deferibed  them  .as  wa- 
tery, it  is  mofi;  probable  he  trufted  merely 
to  the  fenfe  of  their  liquidity,  and  had  not 
fubjeded  them  to  the  examination  of  the 
eye.  This  is  a very  frequent  error  amongfi: 
that  clafs  of  patients,  who  will  never  take 
the  trouble  to  infped  their  ftools,  unlefs  they 
are  ordered  very  particularly  to  obferve  them. 
It  is  very  certain  nevcrthelefs,  that  in  the  moft 

bilious 
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bilious  cafes,  the  laft  difcharges  produced  by 
a fall  dofe  of  falts  are  either  entirely  watery, 
or  tinged  with  a very  little  bile ; yet  the  very 
next  day  an  adtive  purgative  will  afford 
unquefHonable  proofs  of  the  exiflence  of  a 
large  accumulation  in  the  bowels ; and  fhould  _ 
a pradlitioner  be  deterred  from  the  further 
exhibition  of  purgatives  by  the  watery  ap- 
pearance of  thofe  evacuations,  he  muft,  I 
think,  often  be  led  into  fatal  errors.  I have 
therefore  to  regret  the  omifiion  of  N°  7 and 
N°  6 at  the  commencement  of  the  prefent 
cafe,  as  well  as  the  exhibition  of  the  opiate, 
N°  4,  from  which  certainly  no  benefit,  but, 
poffibly  much  mifehief,  accrued,  in  the  fup- 
preffion  of  the  fecretions  and  excretions,  which 
afterwards  proved  to  have  much  connedtion 
with  the  diforder,  if  they  were  not  in  rea- 
lity the  foie  caufe  of  it.  But  it  was  deem- 
ed proper  to  attempt  the  excitement  of  a 
general  fweat>  (a  favourite  pradtice  amongft 
European  phyficians)  by  the  prefeription  N°4. 
As  this  indication  was  fo  flrongly  recom- 
mended, I profecuted  it  through  the  greater 
part  of  the  difeafe,  at  firft  repeating  occa- 
fionally  evacuations  by  the  bowels  ; afterwards 
with  an  entire  reliance  on  it  until  it  was 
acknowledged  to  be  of  little  confequence 
what  mode  of  pradlice  fhould  be  purfued,  as 
3 the 
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the  patient  could  not  poffibly  furvive.  Then, 
and  then  only,  it  was  deemed  warrantable  to 
attempt  a mode  of  treatment  which  would 
probably  have  fucceeded,  had  it  been  under- 
taken at  an  early  period  of  the  diforder. 
The  dilTecftion  fufficiently  proves  this.  Dur- 
ing the  whole  courfe  of  the  treatment  by 
bark,  wine,  opium,  &c.  fufpicions  of  an  af- 
fedlion  of  the  liver,  or  of  a bilious  accumula- 
tion in  the  bowels,  had  been  entertained  and 
declared.  The  opiutn,  whofe  powers  have 
been  much  praifed  in  low  nervous  fever,  as 
well  as  the  wine,  which  has  enjoyed  a repu- 
tation of  a much  older  date,  did  not  appear 
in  the  prefent  inftance  to  polTefs  the  leafl; 
acflivity  in  the  removal  of  any  one  of  the 
nervous  fymptoms.  Nor  did  the  extraordi- 
nary giddinefs,  tendency  to  faint,  or  great 
prohration  of  flrength,  receive  any  benefit 
from  the  bark,  wine,  and  opium,  during 
the  copious  exhibition  of  which  thofe  lymp- 
toms  encreafed,  until  all  hope  of  recovery 
vaniflied.  Other  nervous  medicines,  as  far 
as  the  medicine  cheft  could  furnifli,  were  ex- 
hibited equally  in  vain.  The  large  putrid 
bilious  difcharges  by  fiiool,  which  occurred 
after  the  calomel  was  given,  to  the  lafi:  hour 
of  the  patients  life,  afford  a fufficient  proof 
of  the  bilious  nature  of  the  diforder ; but  the 

dilfedion 
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diffedioii  has  placed  this  beyond  all  pof- 
fibility  of  doubt.  The  fcurvy  was  at  hrlt 
fufpedted,  as  in  Mr.  Crawford’s  cafes  j but 
the  perfe£l  foundnefs  of  the  gums,  and  the 
abfence  of  the  moft  decided  fcorbu tic  fymp- 
toms,  removed  every  fufpicion.  Perhaps  it 
was  unfortunate,  that  the  reference  was  only 
made  to  Mr.  Crawford’s  work  after  the 
death  of  the  patient.  Under  the  fandlion  of 
fuch  an  authority,  another  ^.method  *of  cure 
would  certainly  have  been  adopted  fooner. 
There  are  praditioners,  who  would  have 
fought,  in  the  diffedion,  for  the  caufe  or 
the  effeds  of ‘‘a  diminifhed  energy  of  the 
brain”  as  the  fource  of  all  the  nervous  fymp- 
toms.  We  ventured  to  negled  the  head  alto- 
gether. The  accumulation  of  bile  in  the 
gall  bladder,  which  muft  have  been  of  an 
old  date,  if  the  internal  furface  have  any 
fenfibility,  may  have  been  the  immediate  caufe 
of  many  of  the  fymptoms,  and  perhaps  of 
the  obftinate  thirft.  Vomits  would  have 
been  particularly  well  adapted  to  the  removal 
of  this  accumulation ; and  probably  not  ini- 
mical in  the  reftoration  of  the  liver  to  its 
proper  lize  and  office.  The  enlargement  of 
the  liver  muft  be  confidered  as  the  chief 
caufe  of  the  complaint,  and  would  probably 
have  yielded  to  the  early  ufe  of  mercurial 

inundion. 
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inundlion.  It  is  hoped  there  will  be  found 
fuffijient  refemblance  between  the  cafes  to 
warrant  the  extrads  which  are  annexed. 


CASE  II. 

PiERCY  Ken-net,  with  the  BiJfeSHon,  ^c, 

Piercy  Kennet,  aged  22,  a native  Portu- 
guefe,  who  had  lately  attended  fome  gentle- 
men from  England  to  Madras,  accompanied 
Mr.  Hollond’s  children  from  that  place  on 
board  the  Houghton.  On  the  22d  of  Sep- 
tember, two  days  after  our  departure  from 
Madras,  he  applied  to  me  for  the  com- 
plaints mentioned  in  the  following  cafe.' 

22d.  Has  had  a dyfentciy  about  a week  ; 
much  griping  and  draining ; difcharges 
glareous  with  blood  j pain  on  prelTure  at 
the  pit  of  the  ftomach ; fays,  he  feels  “ as 
if  his  bowels  were  pulled  down  ” took  a 
vomit,  which  difcharged  very  little  bile ; 
his  mouth  has  a fweet  tafte  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  he  fpits  up  “ fomething  thick” 
without  cough.  His  Ikin  is  too  warm  but 
moift  5 pulfe  quick,  and  rather  full  and  ftrong ; 
tongue  white;  complains  much  of  weak- 

nefs. 
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i^efs. N"  7 and  N“  9 to  be  taken  in  the 

ufual  way- 

jVIorning  23d.  Full  IVToon.  Five  ftools 
laft  night,  rather  freer  than  ufual;  griping 
and  ftraining  a very  little  lefs;  pulfe  fmall, 
rather  quick  and  a little  tenfe ; tongue  more 

cineritious. N°  2 to  be  taken  during  the 

day. 

Afternoon.  Shortnefs  of  breath;  tongue 
lefs  cineritious,  whiter;  pulfe  quick,  fmall, 
and  a little  fmart ; Ikin  warmer  than  ufual ; 
has  much  thirft ; fymptoms  of  flux  juft  the 
fame ; vomited  “ four  and  faltifh  water,”  and 
much  phlegm  to-day ; ftools  glareous.— >

His  tongue  has  been  lately  rather  brown  in 
the  middle ; his  Ikin  always  dry,  and  his 
pulfe  abvays  quick,  though  it  is  fometimes 
fuller  than  ufual.  He  has  fix  or  feven  ftools 
daily  from  the  folution  of  falts,  of  which  he 
takes  five  or  fix  glalTes  daily.  When  he  is 
moft  free  from  fever  he  takes  half  a dram  or 
more  of  the  powder  of  bark  in  lieu  of  the 
infufion  1 his  ftools  have  been  pretty  large, 
brown,  and  very  offenfive.  He  has  a little 
mutton  broth  daily  with  rice  in  it,  at  his 
eaineft  entreaty,  and  in  contradiction  to  my 
wifties.  He  now  tells  me,  that  he  has  for 
fome  days  felt  a pretty  acute  pain  in  his  right 
cheft,  fhooting  up  to  the  clavicle ; but  no 
pain  in  the  region  of  the  liver.  He  has  difi- 
charged  to-day  much  wind  upwards. 

nth.  Afternoon,  He  had  not  much  fever 
this  morning ; but  it  is  fomewhat  encreafed 

tliefe 
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thefe  few  hours  paft.  He  had  taken  about 
one  dram  and  a half  of  the  bark  in  the  morn- 
ing. He  has  fince  taken  three  glaifes  of  the 
folution  5 he  is  very  hoarfe  to-day ; his  fkin 
is  always  dryj  his  tongue  is  rather  clearer 
now ; he  feems  once  more  to  feel  pain  in  the 
part  of  the  liver  formerly  affedted.  Although 
the  ointment  and  pills  are  continued,  he  does 
not  feel  his  mouth  affeded. 

1 2th.  Took  three  glaifes  of  the  mixture 
N®  5 yefterday  evening ; one  large  llool  at 
night,  and  one  bright  yellow  llool  this  morn- 
ing. Has  taken  three  glaifes  of  a cold  infulion 
of  bark  this  morning ; feems  much  freer  from 
fever  at  prefent ; enjoys  no  deep  at  night ; 
liver  very  painful  to  the  touch ; pulfe  1 04 , 
feels  much  better j hoarfenefs  better;  tongue 

clearer. N“  5 to  be  continued  as  before  ; 

the  ointment  and  pills  to  be  repeated  as 
iifual. 

13th.  Was  ealier  than  ufual  laft  night; 
and  thinks  he  had  lefs  fever ; complains 
much  of  the  ‘ Hitches  in  his  chell:,’  and  wind 
in  his  llomach ; only  two  fmall  Hools  fmce 
laft  vilit ; pulfe  this  morning  was  more  full 
and  ftrong  than  ufual,  and  is  ftill  frequent ; 

the  hoarfenefs  has  left  him. One  glafs 

full  of  N 3 to  be  taken  every  hour  till  three 
or  foui  ftools  be  procured,  after  which  he 

Y 4 may 
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may  take  a little  of  the  infufion  of  bark. ■' 

The  ointment  and  pills  to  be  repeated  as 
ufual  every  night. 

14th.  About  midnight  he  was  feized 
with  a mofl  excruciating  pain  in  his  bowels, 
in  the  lower  belly  particularly,  extending  up 
to  his  right  llioulder ; his  belly  was  tenfe, 
inflated,  and  particularly  painful  on  preffare- 
over  the  flomach,  and  the  region  of  the  blad- 
der. He  took  the  quantity  of  four  grains 
of  opium  before  the  pains  abated;  he  dif- 
charged  wind  upwards ; two  or  three  thick 
fiools  yeflierday ; the  falts  and  tartar  emetic, 
of  which  he  took  a confiderable  quantity, 
did  not  feem  to  work  him.  He  has  been 
directed  to  take  a foliuion  of  falts  to-day,  un- 
til it  fliall  have  procured  loofe  ftools ; his 
pulfe  was  quick  and  fmall ; his  flcin  much 
as  ufual ; he  was  greatly  alarmed,  and  in  ge- 
neral he  fecms  |to  fear  his  difiblution  much 
when  he  is  in  any  way  worfe. 

1 1 o’clock  A.  M.  He  had  not  palled 
water  fince  6 o’clock  yeJfterday  evening ; 
the  lower  belly  is  fwelled,  tenfe  and  painful ; 
he  flirinks  at  the  touch  or  approach  of  the 
hand ; the  catheter  has  been  attempted  to  be 
palled  in  vain ; fomentation  or  warm  bath 
are  attended  with  great  inconvenience ; fome 
drops  of  blood  came  away  after  the  catheter  ;

he  has  had  a glyfter  with  caftor-oil  in  it ; 
his  pulfe  is  Icarcely  perceptible  and  fo  quick 
as  not  to  be  counted  ^ it  flutters  apparently  ; 
he  complains  of  deafnefs;  he  vomited  fome 
bitter  matters  after  the  catheter  was  with- 
drawn. 

Evening.  He  vomited  much  about  noon, 
and  paffed  near  a pint  of  high-coloured  urine, 
after  having  received  another  glyfter  j he  has 
fipped  about  half  a bottle  of  port  wine  with 
a -large  proportion  of  water  to  it  during  the 
day.  He  could  not  take  it  unlcfs  much  di- 
luted; he  had  fago  with  wine  and  fugar, 
and  a bowl  of  tea  with  milk  in  the  afternoon ; 
he  has  juft  had  a glyfter,  and  has  pafted  a 
large  thin  ftool,  with  a pint  of  urine ; he 
feems  confid^rably  better  to-night;  his  deaf- 
nefs  is  decreafed ; his  belly  is  quite  eafy ; he 
took  fome  fpirit  of  nitre  diluted  in  the  fore- 
noon ; and  had  four  glyfters  during  the  day. 
He  had  eaten  fome  boiled  fowl  at  noon  on 
the  13th,  contrary  to  pofitive  orders;  he 
acknowledged  this  to  be  of  diflervice  to  him. 
The  ointment  and  pills  have  been  difcon- 
tinued  fince  the  pain  and  fwelling  fuper- 
vened.  His  mouth  has  not  been  in  the  leaft 
affedted  by  the  large  quantity  of  mercury  he 
has  taken. 
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15  th,  Forenoon  Firft  Quarter.  He  was 
cafy  all  night,  and  drank  about  three  tea  fpoons 
full  of  nitre  diluted  in  a pint  and  a half 
of  water ; he  had  a glyfter  this  morning,  and 
palled  about  a pint  of  very  deep  red  urine ; 
he  drank  fome  weak  tea ; his  pulfe  is  con- 
fiderably  raifed  to-day  j he  has  not  the  leaft 
inclination  to  eat  5 his  belly  is  conliderably 
fwelled,  but  foft  j he  complains  however  of 
much  pain  on'  prelfure  at  the  navel,  with  a 
little  hardnefs  above  it;  the  region  of  the 
liver  feems  pretty  eafy ; his  head  fweated  laft 
night;  fkin  dry  and  rather  hot;  tongue 
llightly  brown ; pulfe  quick. 

1 6th.  He  had  two  glyfters  yefterday  after- 
noon ; they  did  not  produce  any  confiderable 
evacuation  by  ftool.  He  palfed  altogether  about 
two  pints  of  very  deep-coloured  urine  yefter- 
day; and  has  palfed  a confiderable  quantity  this 
morning ; he  fays,  he  had  a pretty  large  eva- 
cuation by  ftool  yefterday  evening ; he  vo- 
mited a little  yellow  bitter  matter  this  morn- 
ing ; his  belly  has  been  fomented  feveral  times, 
but  not  in  the  mofl  effedual  manner,  from  a 
deficiency  of  proper  conveniences ; his  pulfe 
is  1 02,  and  not  very  weak ; he  was  very  un- 
eafy  laft  night,  and  has  much  pain  in  the 
belly ; his  urine  this  morning  ‘ is  like  muddy 

porter 
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porter  5’  his  eyes  confiderably  fuffufed  with 
yellow:  he  has  juft  had  a glyfter^  he  has 
taken  fome  tea  this  morning;  he  is  now 
taking  two  ounces  every  hour  of  a mixture 
of  fix  drams  of  fal  rupellenfe,  two  drams  of 
cream  of  tartar,  half  an  ounce  of  fugar,  two 
drams  of  fpirit  of  lavender,  in  eight  ounces 
of  water.  He  is  diredled  now  to  take  a pill  of 
ftx  grains  of  calomel.  He  ate  fago  yefterday, 
which  he  thought  encreafed  the  fullnefs  of 
his  ftomach  much,  and  he  felt  as  'if  it  had 
become  very  four  there. 

Evening,  He  vomited  the  little  he  took 
of  the  mixture  with  fome  bile.  A grain  of 
tartar  emetic  was  added  to  fix  ounces  of  the 
fame  mixture ; and  a fpoonful  taken  fre- 
quently ; he  has  difcharged  by  vomit  nearly 
tliree  pints  of  bile ; he  refufes  the  glyfter.s ; 
his  belly  continues  fwelled  and  painful ; he 
has  not  had  any  more  difcharges  by  ftool ; 
he  has  taken  fix  additional  grains  of  calomel, 
as  it  is  thought  the  former  was  rejedted  by 
vomit, 

17th.  Laft  night  his  pulfe  feemed  to 
have  funk  very  low ; and  he  had  fome  twitch- 
ing of  the  tendons ; the  pain  was  fevere  over- 
his  abdomen;  particularly  towards*  the  fto-, 
mach ; the  whole  abdomen  was  more  fwelled 
and  tenle ; he  made  high-coloured  urine ; he 
Vomfted  incefiantly  very  dark  green,  nearly 

black 
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black  matters  ; fomctliing  like  muddy  coffee, 
but  not  fo  black;  the  attendants  fay  he  raved, 
but  I did  not  perceive  it ; he  was  fenhble 
throughout.  He  had  no  paffage  by  ftool. 
He  feems  this  morning  to  be  fomewhat  bet- 
ter; his  pulfe  inconfiderably  encreafed  in 
flrength ; he  ffill  continues  to  vomit  the  fame 
kind  of  dark-coloured  liquid,  with  the  ad- 
addition  of  pieces  of  a ‘ blue’  fubftance ; 
which  feem  to  be  tenacious  mucus,  and  of 
the  fame  colour  as  the  other  difcharge.  The 
water  he  has  vomited  is  not  fo  dark  this 
morning ; he  has  not  had  any  paffage  by 
ffool,  but  he  has  difcharged  about  a pint  of 
the  fame  coloured  urine ; he  cannot  keep 
gruel  with  wine,  tea,  or  any  thing  on  his 
ffomach  ; but  it  is  probable  he  has  not  thrown 
up  a fmall  pill  of  ten  grains  of  calomel, 
w'hich  he  took  this  morning;  he  has  not 
had  any  paflage  by  ftool.  He  was  fomented 
in  the  evening.  During  the  night,  of  his 
own  accord,  he  rubbed  fpirit  of  turpentine 
over  the  abdomen;  he  has  fome  degree  of 
ftoppag?  in  his  throat,  as  well  as  hiccup  oc- 
cafionally;  his  fkin  is  dry;  pulfe  not  fo 
quick  as  ufual,  and  not  near  fo  weak  as  laft 
night ; tongue  moift,  with  a brown  lur  in 
the  middle ; he  looks  more  ghaftly  than  he 
did  yefterday  morning ; he  has  been  perfuaded 

to 
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to  take  another  glyfterj  his  belly  has  been 
fomented  this  morning. 

1 8 th.  Ke  had  four  large  glyflers  of  about' 
twelve  ounces  each,  with  an  ounce  of  glauber 
falls,  and  two  ounces  of  caftor-oil  in  each ; 
one  or  more  of  them  ftayed  in  a conliderable 
time ; they  were  throv/n  up  with  as  much 
force  as  poffible  j fome  yellow  water  feemed 
to  follow  the  laft.  At  noon  he  had  a large 
blifter  applied  on  the  abdomen,  which  rofe 
well  before  night.  He  took  ten  more  grains 
of  calomel  in  the  evening ; he  has  not  had 
the  lead  palfage  by  llool  as  yet ; he  had  a 
conhderable  interval  yefterday  without  vo- 
miting; but  he  dill  continues  to  throw  up 
a dark-coloured  water,  though  not  fo  dark 
as  before.  He  fipped  wine  and  water  of  dif- 
ferent kinds  yefterday,  and  endeavoured  to 
eat  fome  gruel ; but  his  ftomach  feems  to 
have  rejeded  every  thing  except  the  pills.  He 
has  taken  two  grains  of  opium  this  morning. 
The  eftervefcent  draughts  have  not  been  tried 
as  yet.  He  made  high-coloured  urine  yefter- 
day ; the  blifter  gave  him  much  pain ; in 
the  evening  his  Ikin  was  cool,  but  his  pulfo 
more  feeble  and  'quick ; the  middle  of  his 
tongue  is  more  brown,  and  it  is  ftill  moift ; 
his  fkin  is  ftill  cool,  and  his  pulfe  feeble  and 
quick ; he  fays,  he  was  much  troubled  with 
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hiccup  laft  night ; he  has  had  no  fubfultus 
tendinum  fince  the  night  before  laft.  He  is  • 
direded  to  have  glyfler  of  chicken  or  mut- 
ton broth  to-day } the  effervefcent  draughts 
to  be  ufed,  and  two  grains  more  of  opium  to 
be  taken  three  hours  after  the  firft,  if  the 
former  £hould  not  flop  the  vomiting. 

Evening.  He  had  one  glyfter  of  chicken 
broth,  which  came  away  tinged  with  yel- 
low, he  paffed  much  urine  rather  muddy  and 
paler.  He  took  in  all  about  five  grains  of 
opium.  He  took  twice  effervefcent  draughts, 
and  afterwards  ten  grains  of  mufk  and  five 
of  camphor  in  an  ounce  of  wine ; thefe  feem 
to  have  flayed  on  hi/  flomach.  His  pulfe 
is  more  full,  and  lefs  quick.  He  -has  flept 
well  for  a few  hours ; his  belly  is  free  from 
pain  i he  has  had  no  flool  as  yet. 

19th.  He  ate  a pint  of  pretty  thick  rice 
gruel  yeflerday  evening,  which  flayed  on  his 
flomach.  He  had  another  dofe  of  the  mufk 
and  camphor,  with  about  {even  grains  of 
calomel,  and  alfo  another  glyfler  of  chicken 
Eroth ; the  heat  of  his  fkin  was  pretty  na- 
tural, but  diy.  His  tongue  moifl,  as  it  has 
been  during  the  whole  courfe  of  his  diforder ; 
the  brown  colour  in  the  middle  had  rather 
a purple  tinge.  He  felt  himfelf  better  in 
every  refpedl,  but  had  not  had  any  flool.  He 

pafied 
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palled  the  night  in  great  eafe ; but  his  hic- 
cup is  not  diininilhed.  He  has  made  abun-' 
dance  of  urine ; he  Tipped  toaft  and  tvater  all 
night.  He  thinks  he  feels  fome  degree  of 
pain  in  the  abdomen  this  morning.  His^tongue, 
Ihin,  and  pulfe  are  pretty  much  the  fame  as 
laffc  night. 

10  A.  M.  On  feeling  his  pulfe  as  he  lay 
aimoft  afleep,  it  Teemed  to  be  full,  and  even 
ftrong,  and  not  very  quick ; but  on  lifting  hiin- 
felf  up  in  his  hammock,  it  beat  rather  quicker 
and  fmaller.  In  the  firll  fituation  it  was 
86,  in  the  latter  92.  He  has  palTed  abun- 
dance of  urine,  and  the , hiccup  appears  lefs 
troublefome ; he  is  now  eating  fome  rice 
gruel,  with  fugar  and  wine.  His  fkin  Teems 
to  relax  a little,  as  if  perfpiration  was  at 
hand. 

20th,  10  A.  M.  He  threw  up  the  mulk 
and  camphor  yefterday,  as  well  as  a pill  of 
three  grains  of  opium,  which  was  given 
to  him  afterwards.  He  kept  nothing  on  his 
ftomach  all  day.  He  Teemed  to  have  an  in- 
terval free  from  fever  during  a part  of  the 
day,  when  his  pulfe  leemed  to  have  decreafcd. 
in  llrength.  He  had  three  glyllers  of  chick- 
en or  mutton  broth.  Hock  and  water  were 
rejedted.  He  took  a tea-fpoonful  of  aether, 
with  about  ninety  drops  of  laudanum  in  an 
?.  ouncQ 
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ounce  of  wine  at  night ; this  has  hitherto 
ftopped  the  hiccup  and  vomiting.  He  al- 
ways difcharged  a good  deal  of  watery  li- 
quor when  he  vomited.  He  has  paffed  much 
urine  this  mornings  was  very  eafy,  and  ap- 
peared to  deep  well  lad  night.  His  pulfe 
is  rather  flower,  and  his  tongue  is  certainly 
more  clear,  but  the  dwelling  of  his  belly  re- 
mains much  the  fame.  He  ate  lad  night 
and  this  morning  fome  fpoonsfull  of  thick 
gruel,  which  has  remained  on  his  domach. 

Evening.  He  difcharged  about  an  ounce 
of  fseculent  yellow  matter  after  a glyder  this 
morning.  He  has  had  two  glyders  of  chick- 
en broth  to-day.  This  afternoon  his  pulfe 
has  become  very  feeble,  and  quick,  and  his 
fkin  cold,  with  a cold  fweat  at  one  time. 
He  has  fwallowed  occafionally  a fpoonfull  of 
rice  gruel  and  panada.  His  domach  reject- 
ed Madeira  and  water.  The  vomiting  feems 
to  have  fupervened  as  the  pulfe  funk.  He 
got  this  evening  a draught  of  one  dram  of 
^thcr,  and  one  hundred  drops  of  laudanum ; 
part  of  which  he  feems  to  have  thrown  up. 
A blider  has  been  applied  over  the  domach  ; 
and  another  on  the  infide  of  the  thigh. 

2 1 d.  The  hiccup  returned,  his  voice  failed 
' about  ten  P.  M.  when  he  was  dill  fenfible. 
He  took  two  more  drams  of  iether.  The 

blider 
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blifter  over  his  ftomach  rofe ! his  pulfe  was 
ftill  perceptible;  his  eyes  very  open  and 
flaring ; his  Ikin  not  very  cold.  He  expired 
about  two  o’clock  this  morning.

Dissection  of  Kennett. 

A tranfverfe  leAion  being  made  from 
the  left  to  the  right  lumbar  region,  a great 
quantity  of  purulent  matter  iffued  from  the 
cavity  of  the  abdomen,  ^little  veftige  of  the 
omentum  appeared,  but  there  were  pieces 
apparently  of  a fatty  fubftance,  perhaps 
diifolved  omentum,  mixed  with  the  puru- 
lent matter,  which  was  alio  accompanied 
by  a confiderable  quantity  of  a watery  li- 
quor) which  appeared  partly  in  clots,  as 
if  from  the  diffolution  of  folid  fubftance, 
and  to  have  been  difcharged  from  the  con- 
cave part  of  the  right  and  great  lobe  of  the 
liver  j (but  the  exiftence  of  an  opening  there 
was  not  politively  afcertained,  from  want  of 
time  and  convenience  for  a more  minute 
inveftigation).  Upon  detaching  the  vifcus, 
from  its  natural  lituation  ; greater  force  was 
neceflary  than  that  required  in  removing  it 
from  its  ligaments,  and  which  arofe  from 
a very  firm  adhefion  of  the  convex  portion 
of  the  right  lobe  to  the  concave  part  of  the 
diaphragm,  A thick  membranous  incruftation 

Z(  (which 
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(which  had  the  appearance  of  thick  pus,  or 
an  unequal  layer  of  a fatty  fubftance)  feemed 
to  cover  the  greater  part  of  the  convex  fide, 
(or  at  lead  the  inferior  extremity  of  it)  which 
appeared  larger  than  common.  An  incifion 
being  made,  difcovered  the  feat  of  a large 
abfcefs,  extending  the  whole  courfe  of  the 
fcope  of  the  knife ; a little  of  the  great  deal 
of  matter  which  iffued  out  appeared  much 
better  digefted  than  that  under  ; the  lad  of 
which  feemed  to  correfpond  mod  in  colour 
and  confidence  with  that  which  iffued  on 
opening  the  abdomen,  which  diewed  the 
abfcefs  broke  fpontaneoully  in  the  concave 
part  of  the  liver.  Upon  opening  the  gall 
bladder,^  fome  blood  iffued  out  (the  blood 
appeared  much  diluted  with  fome  thin  li- 
quor, the  dudt  had  been  cut  tranfverfely  be- 
fore, and  a darker,  but  very  thin  liquid,  iffu- 
ed through  the  aperture).  The  dudls  feem- 
ed perfectly  found.  The  blood  veflels  on  the 
domach  feemed  didended.  The  fpleen  was 
perfedlly  found.  The  lungs  felt  natural. 
(They  were  not  infpedled.)  The  lower  part  of 
the  redlurn  indurated  in  feveral  places.  The 
bladder  but  little  didended.  The  matter  con- 
tained in  the  cavity  of  the  abfcefs  in  the 
liver  might  be  about  twenty  ounces.  The 
two  hands  dafped  might  have  been  intro- 
duced. 
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Remarks  on  Rennet’s  Case. 

There  was  not  a poffibility  of  miftaking 
the  nature  of  the  diforder  in  queftion,  from 
the  very  commencement  of  his  attendance. 
Every  appearance  afforded  the  mofl  decided 
evidence  that  it  was  an  affedlion  of  the  liver ; 
nor  was  it  very  difficult  to  form  a judg- 
ment of  the  exad  ftage  to  which  the  dif- 
order  had  arrived-.  Some  circumftances  how- 
ever were  not  mentioned  till  after  his  death, 
when  it  was  underflood  that  he  had  labour- 
ed under  the  complaint  for  a confiderable 
time,  and  that  he  had  taken  medicines  from 
fome  medical  gentlemen  at  Madras,  who 
had  provided  him  with  mercurial  ointment 
before  his  departure.  Thefe  fymptoms,  though 
by  no  means  to  be  mifconftrued  by  a prac- 
titioner of  any  experience  in  India,  from  the 
great  number  of  fimilar  cafes  which  occur 
in  that  climate,  might  eafily  have  been  at- 
tributed to  another  fource  by  the  genera- 
lity of  phyficians  in  Europe.  It  might  have 
been  pronounced  a dyfentery  only  by  fome, 
and  by  others  probably  a hedlic,  from  a con- 
fumption  of  the  lungs.  His  emaciated  habit 
naight  have  confirmed  fuch  fufpicions. " It 
was  evident  then  that  the  dyfentery  was  only 
a fymptom  of  the  affedlion  of  the  liver ; 

Z 2 but 
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but  whatever  may  be  the  caufe  of  a dyfen- 
tery,  it  will  be  generally  found,  that  the  me- 
thod of  treatment  at  the  beginning  fhould 
be  pretty  much  the  fame  in  all ; and  that 
all  kinds  of  recent  fluxes  will  for  the  moft 
part  yield  to  the  fame  means.  At  firft,  there- 
fore, evacuations  from  the  bowels  were  ufed 
with  fome  freedom ; thefe  did  not  "appear 
to  increafe  the  prevailing  debility  in  any  con- 
fiderable  degree,  which  fupervened  only  a 
length  of  time  after  the  complete  celTation 
of  the  dyfenteric  fymptoms.  I have  fuppo- 
fed  the  flux  in  this  inftance  to  have  been 
merely  fymptomatic  of  the  affedlion  of  the 
liver  j and  if  the  fuppofition  be  juft,  it  will 
follow  that  a morbid  effedl  may  be  com- 
pletely removed  during  the  full  predominance 
of  its  caufe  j for,  notwithftanding  the  dif- 
appearance  of  the  flux,  there  was  no  reafon 
to  imagine  that  the  ftate  of  the  liver  was 
much  improved.  The  ufe  of  inteftinal  eva- 
cuants  by  no  means  precluded  that  of  mer- 
cury in  a deobftruent  form,  as  it  is  ufually  term- 
ed. It  has  generally  been  found,  that  mer- 
cury in  the  liver  fucceeds  beft,  when  ma- 
naged fo  as  to  evacuate  the  inteftines  con- 
fiderably  during  the  whole,  or  the  greater 
part  of  the  treatment ; and  experience  feems 
to  have  the  fan<ftion  of  reafon  in  this  in- 

ftancc. 
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ftance.  No  medicine  whatever  polTeffes  the 
power  of  mercury  in  the  excitement,  and 
extraordinary  increafe  of  all  the  lecretions, 
particularly  thofe  of  the  bowels.  If  thole 
which  certainly  take  place  during  the  ex- 
hibition of  mercury  are  allowed  to  accu- 
mulate, to  ftagnate,  and  to  become  acrid  in 
the  bowels,  much  mifchief  muft  unavoida- 
bly prove  the  refult.  A fever,  perhaps  a 
dyfentery,  but  certainly  an  exacerbation  of 
all  the  previous  fymptoms  muft  be  the  con- 
fequence.  On  thefe  occafions,  the  inteftines, 
&c.  do  not  appear  in  general  to  poftefs  ac- 
tivity fufficient  to  evacuate  themfelves  to 
a proper  degree  j and  therefore  require  the 
aftiftance  of  art.  It  is  perfectly  underftood, 
that  in  the  exhibition  of  mercury  for  the 
venereal  difeafe,  the  unanimous  opinion  of 
the  faculty  has  decided,  that  every  precau- 
tion ftiould  be  taken  to  prevent  the  ten- 
dency of  that  medicine' to  the  bowels,  as  a 
circumftance  very  unfavourable  to  its  gene- 
ral effedl  on  all  the  fecretions  of  the  lyftem, 
by  which  it  may  be  fuppofed  to  operate  in 
the  cure  of  the  venereal  difeafe.  This  no 
doubt  is  extremely  juft,  but  it  has  not  the 
eaft  analogy  with  the  ufe  of  mercury  in  the 
aver;  as  the  fecretions  of  that  vifcus  and 
the  other  bowels  are  alone  concerned  in  the 
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treatment;  nor  does  it  appear  that  the  ex- 
citement of  an  increafed  action  in  the  other 
organs  of  the  bowels  is  at  all  inimical  to  that 
of  the  liver.  Even  in  the  founded:  condi- 
tion of  the  liver,  from  whatever  fource  the 
bile  may  immediately  flow,  very  copious  dif- 
charges  follow  the  exhibition  of  a purga- 
tive ; and  it  may  be  prefumed  that  it  does 
fometimes  come  immediately  from  the  liver 
on  fuch  occafions.  It  was  deemed  proper 
to  make  the  foregoing  obfervations,  refpe<fl- 
ing  the  action  of  mercury  on  the’  inteftines, 
left  its  failure  in  the  prefent  cafe  ftiould  be 
attributed  toftts  combination  with  a purga- 
tive medicine.  It  is  certainly  a moft  ex- 
traordinary circumftance,  that  the  very  large 
quantity  of  mercury,  exhibited  in  the  form 
of  calomel  and  ointment,  fhould  not  only 
have  made  no  imprefTion  whatever  on  the  feat  \ 
of  the  diforder,  but  fhould  have  failed  to  I 
affedt  even  the  falivary  glands,  or  any  other  | 
part,  in  the  flighteft  degree.  This  apparent  I 
inertnefs  of  the  medicine  in  venereal  cafes 
has  often  been  attributed  to  the  infirm  ftate 
of  the  patient;  but  although  in  fuch  habits 
it  may  fail  in  its  general  effed  on  the  fyftem, 
its  operation  on  the  falivary  glands  has  been  I 
favoured  by  fuch  circumftances  of  debility. 

It  is  poflible,  although  very  improbable,  that  ■: 

Q the  i: 
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the  mercurial  ointment  may  not  have  been 
of  a proper  quality.  It  was  furnifhed  from 
the  apothecary’s  fhop  at  Madras.  Exclulive- 
ly  of  the  ointment,  the  mercury  given  in- 
ternally, in  the  form  of  calomel,  Ihould  alone 
have  proved  fufficient  for  the  purpofe.  An 
error  certainly  did  exift  in  the  practice,  for 
the  only  chance  of  the  patient’s  efcape  was 
placed  in  the  early  effedt  of  the  mercury, 
which  fhould  have  been  exhibited  in  fuda- 
large  quantities  as  to  have  produced  its  ufual 
effedis  in  eight,  or  twelve  days  at  the  very 
latefl.  In  purfuance  of  this  objed  no  quan- 
tity of  mercury  Ihouid  have  been  efteemed 
exceffive,  until  the  falivary  glands  had  become 
powerfully  affeded.  It  may  be  repeat- 
ed, that  the  affedion  of  the  mouth  in  ve-  ' 
nereal  difeafes  is  juftly  thought  to  be  un- 
necedarily,  if  not  pernicioufly,  retarded  by  a 
combination  of  laxative  medicines;  although 
this  eifed  is  as  certainly  retarded  by  limilar 
, means  in  affedions  of  the  liver,  yet  it  is  not 
of  equal  prejudice  in  the  cure,  for  the  reafons  , 
which  have  been  ftated  before.  About  fix 
ounces  of  mercurial  ointment  were  ufed,  and 
nearly  two  drachms  of  calomel.  It  is  very 
probable,  that  if  one  third,  or  one  fourth  of 
that  quantity  had  been  exhibited  at  hrd:  in 
one  lixth  part  of  the  time,  the  mercury  would 
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have  made  its  ufual  impreffion  on  the  feat 
of  the  diforder,  as  well  as  on  the  gums. 

To  thofe  who  have  not  been  much  con- 
verfant  in  affedlions  of  the  liver,  the  ufe  of 
mercury  at  all,  after  the  fuppofed  formation  of 
matter,  would  appear  an  unwarrantable  prac- 
tice, and  in  diredl  contrariety  to  the  tefti- 
mony  of  many  writers.  Were  the  validity 
of  this  opinion  however  granted,  yet  the 
difficulty  is  fkill  as  great  as  ever  i for  how  is 
the  exigence  of  abfcefs  to  be  afcertained  ? Not 
beyond  precarious  conjedture,  The  hedtic 
heats  and  partial  fweats,  not  to  mention  the 
lefs  important  fymptoms  which  have  been 
received  as  indicatory  of  abfcefs  or  abforption, 
afford  no  criterion  whatever  for  the  regula- 
tion of  our  pradtice ; for  thefe  may,  and 
generally  do  opcur  in  every  fpecies  of  affedled 
liver  at  one  period  or  other  of  the  diforder, 
and  yield  as  readily  to  mercury  as  any  other 
obvious  form  of  liver,  Hedtic  heats,  partial 
fweats,  a general  decay  of  embonpoint,  co- 
lour, and  ilrength,  are  often  the  very  firft 
fymptoms  of  a difeafe  in  that  vifcus.  But 
independent  of  the  inutility  of  fuch  a differ- 
ence, as  far  as  it  relates  to  pradtice,  it  cannot 
in  reality  be  allowed  that  mercury  is  ufelefs, 
much  lefs  prejudicial,  in  thofe  cafes  where 
matter  has  certainly  been  formed.  Affedtions 
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of  that  vifcus  will  never  be  found  to  be  par- 
tial. While  one  part  has  advanced  to  the  ftage 
of  abfeefs,  another  may  only  have  arrived  to 
within  fome  degrees  of  it,  and  a third  may 
be  in  an  incipient  ftage  5 both  the  latter  how- 
ever decidedly  curable  by  mercury.  The 
mifehievous  eftedls  of  this  medicine  in  real 
cafes  of  abfeefs  fhoUld,  one  might  fuppofe,  be 
afeertained  beyond  all  poffibility  of  doubt, 
before  a pradlitioner  would  venture  to  pre- 
feribe  its  ufe,  when  the  earlier  ftages  of  the 
diforder  may  ftill  be  deemed  to  exift  in  other 
parts  of  the  liver.  It  may  be  declared  with 
freedom,  that  experience  combats  fuch  pre- 
judices againft  the  ufe  of  mercury  and  that 
they  have  not  even  the  fandlion  of  any  plau- 
fible  theory.  It  has  been  imagined,  that  the 
abforption  of  the  matter  creates  all  the  ge- 
neral mifehief  in  the  habit,  which  refults 
from  internal  abfeefs ; yet  it  is  obvious  that 
the  matter  muft  form  a paftage  for  itfelf 
through  fome  other  channel,  if  it  ftiould  not 
be  abforbed.  The  confequence  of  this  may 
prove  of  either  a more  or  a lefs  favourable 
termination  than  that  by  abforption  j and  it 
will  be  allowed  that  the  evacuation  of  the 
matter  through  the  means  of  abforption  is  not 
neceflarily  fatal,  but  will  often  cure  the  pa- 
tient. In  what  manner  can  mercury,  under 
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any  of  thefe  circumftances,  prove  of  dilTer- 
vice  ? If  the  matter  fhould  have  a tendency 
to  make  its  way  through  the  biliary  dudts 
into  the  inteftines,  which  is  probably  the 
moft  favourable  courfe,  will  the  adlion  of 
mercury  diredt  its  progrefs  through  the  dia- 
phragm and  the  lungs,  or  promote  its  dif- 
charge  ftill  more  deleteriouily  into  the  cavity 
of  the  abdomen  ? No  theorift,  I believe,  will 
torture  reafoning  into  fuch  a conclufion. 

Mercury  indeed,  from  its  powerful  adtion  on 
the  abforbents,  may  be  reafonably  expedlcd  to 
favour  the  cure  of  abfcefs  through  their  means, 
at  the  very  time  that  it  prevents  the  for- 
mation of  more  matter,  or  frelh  abfceiles,  by 
its  general  effedl  on  other  parts  of  the  liver ; 
fo  that  next  to  the  efforts  of  mere  nature  it 
may  be  afferted,  the  only  chance  of  the  pa- 
tient’s falvation  is  to  be  fought  for  in  the  ufe 
of  mercury. 

It  may  be  faid,  that  this  drug  will  in- 
creafe  the  debility,  and  tend  to  render  the 
falutary  efforts  of  nature  lefs  powerful.  But 
thofe,  who  have  had  much  experience  of  its 
ufe,  are  well  affured  that  its  effedts  are  on 
no  occafion  fo  confiderable,  in  this  refpedl, 
as  have  been  generally  apprehended ; that 
it  has  a contrary  tendency,  if  fulnefs  and 
ftrength  of  pulfe  may  be  allowed  to  fland  as 
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proofs  of  it  j and  that  although  there  may  be 
one  period  aft;er  the  Reflation  of  the  ftimulus, 
when  a proportional  collapfe  does  in  reality 
take  place,  yet  that  it  is  innocuous  in  its 
remote  and  ultimate  confequence  may  be  pre- 
fumed, from  the  rapid  embonpoint  and  fenfe 
of  health  which  take  place  fooner  or  later  m 

pioft  inftances.  ' ' 

' It  will  refult  from  thefe  obfervations,  that 
it  was  not  ealy  to  afcertain  the  exadt  period  of 
the  formation  of  matter  in  K,ennet’s  liver  ; and 
that  under  the  utmoft  certainty  of  the  ex- 
iftence  of  abfcefs,  the  curative  indications 
muft  have  ftill  continued  nearly  the  fame. 
Some  of  the  medicines  ufed  mull;  have  been 
deemed  unnecelTary,  after  the  information 
acquired  from  the  dilTedlion.  The  lall:  blifters 
may  poffibly  have  had  no  other  effedf  than 
to  teafe  the  patient  i and  they  might  poffibly 
have  been  applied  at  a more  early  period  of 
the  complaint  with  propriety.  No  doubt, 
a bold  incifion  obliquely  upwards  might  have 
reached  the  feat  of  the  principal  abfcefs,  and 
have  refeued  the  patient  from  inevitable 
death ; but  it  was  not  fufficiently  low  down 
or  pro tru five  to  warrant  the  operation ; yet 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  it  was  not  attempted 
on  the  principle  of  ‘ melius  anceps  remedmm 
quam  nullum.\ 
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A difficulty  of  breathing  in  moft  inftances 
has  been  thought  to  proceed  from  an  affedlion 
of  the  fubftance  of  the  lungs.  Preffure  from 
an  enlargement  of  the  Jiver  may  poffibly  be 
efteemed  fuchj  but  there  is  not  a doubt 
that  the  breathing  has  often  been  greatly 
affeded,  when  the  difeafe  of  the  liver  has 
exhibited  itfelf  on  diffiedtion  under  the  form 
of  an  extraordinary  diminution  of  its  fub- 
ftance. In  reality,  there  are  very  few  inftances 
of  morbid  liver,  but  what  are  principally 
charadterifed  by  fome  alteration  in  the  offices 
of  the  refpiratory  organs.  To  account  for 
this,  the  aid  of  nervous  fympathy  may  be 
called  in ; and  each  pradlitioner  may  exercife 
his  ingenuity,  according  to  his  favourite  fyftem, 
on  the  fubjedt ; but  it  is  fufficient  for  either 
the  writer  or  reader  of  thefe  remarks  to  have 
ftated  the  fadl.  In  the  lame  manner  they 
may  account  for  what  has  been  generally 
deemed  the  pathognomonic  lymptom  of  the 
liver,  a pain  in  the  ftioulder ; but  there  is 
the  moft  ample  experience  that  it  feldom 
occurs,  in  proportion  to  the  frequency  of 
cafes,  without  it.  Neither  in  this  cafe,  nor 
indeed  in  any  other,  has  the  particular  hard- 

nefs  of  the  gums,  mentioned  by  Mr.  as 

a leading  circumftance  in  the  nofology  and 
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cure  of  the  difeafe,  been  obferved.  But  the 
iymptoms  of  difeafed  liver  are  fo  numerous, 
fo  various,  and  mimick  fuch  a variety  of  other 
diforders,  that  even  this  extraordinary  lymp- 
tom  may  have  occurred  very  frequently  to 
that  gentleman.  The  liver  has  indeed  been 
miftaken  by  different  pradtitioners  on  different 
occafions  for  almoft  every  diforder  to  which 
the  human  body  is  obnoxious ; not  even  to 
the  exception  of  the  lues  venerea  and  the 
gout.  The  prefent  cafe  afforded  fo  many 
unaccountable  fymptoms,  that  an  Inexperi- 
enced pradlitioner  might  have  almoft  fup- 
pofed  the  patient  afflidted  with  half  a dozen 
different,  diforders  at  once. 

The  fenfation  which  a patient  denomi- 
nates a pain  in  the  ftomach  is  a very  fre- 
quent occurrence  in  a difeafed  liver;  nor 
will  it  be  difficult  to  form  a reafonable  con- 
jedture  relative  to  its  caufe,  if  the  extenfion 
of  the  liver  over  the  ftomach,  and  in  fomc 
circumftances  of  difeafe,  over  the  left  fide,  be 
attended  to.  This  pain  at  the  pit  of  the 
ftomach  is  fometimes  the  only  obvious  fymp- 
tom  of  a difeafed  liver ; and  on  other  occa- 
fions it  is  charadterifed  by  dyfpedlic  fymp- 
toms only.  In  fuch  inftances  it  is  not  diffi- 
cult to  conceive  the  probable  fatality,  or  at 
kaft  the  inutility,  of  the  medicines  generally 
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prefcribed  in  thofe  cafes ; but  no  means 
whatever  could  fave  the  patient,  it  is  appre- 
hended, under  the  courfe  of  diet,  not  only 
allowed  but  ftrongly  recommended  by  a 
profelTor  of  Edinburgh.  Porter  and  beef- 
Hakes  would  inevitably  increafe  every  form 
of  difeafe  in  that  vifcus ; and  no  doubt  there 
are  phylicians  who  would  efteem  fuch  a diet 
very  extraordinary  even  in  dyfpepfia.  The 
former  certainly  requires  the  ftridleft  con- 
finement to  a fpare  diet,  chiefly  of  vegetables  j 
nor  can  it  be  fuppofed,  from  fome  fmall 
fiiare  of  experience,  that  there  exifls  any 
jufl:  foundation  for  a material  difference  in 
the  diet  befl:  adapted  to  both  complaints. 

The  difficulty  and  pain  of  micturition^ 
which  occurred  at  the  commencement  of 
his  attendance  in  a high  degree,  and  latterly 
to  a dangerous  height,  admit  of  various  ex- 
planations. The  moff:  obvious  perhaps  might 
be  the  abforption  of  the  matter,  at  leafl  in 
the  latter  inftance,  and  its  difcharge  through 
the  urinary  organs,  where  it  might  reafon- 
ably  be  fUppofed  to  occafion  a confiderable  de- 
gree of  ‘irritation  j but  the  urine  difcharged 
did  not  at  any  time  aiford  evidence  of  the 
exiftence  of  pus  ; and  although  it  was  cer- 
tainly loaded  once  or  twice  with  foreign  mat- 
ters, it  did  not  appear  that  the  matter  of  the 
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abfcefs  formed  any  very  confiderable  part  of 
them.  It  is  immaterial  to  what  fource  the 
caufe  of  ftrangury  be  attributed  on  fuch  occa- 
fions,  as  the  means  of  cure  will  generally 
be  found  to  differ  very  little.  In  the  prefent 
inftance,  undoubtedly,  the  catheter  paffed  into 
the  bladder,  yet  the  urine  did  not  flow  j 
perhaps  from  its  muddinefs,  poflibly  from  a 
temporary  palfy,  or,  the  lafl:  refource  of  a 
pufsied  theorifl:,  from  nervous  fympathy. 
Glyfters  appeared  to  have  the  greateft  fliare 
in  promoting  the  difcharge.  The  femicupium, 
from  the  want  of  proper  convenience, 
could  not  be  ufed  with  any  effed:. 

In  the  production  of  many  of  the  latter 
fymptoms,  the  accumulation  of  matter  in 
the  cavity  of  the  abdomen  may  be  fuppofed 
to  have  had  the  principal  fliare.  Although 
fenfible  of  the  utility  of  a detailed  difcuflion 
on  every  fymptom,  yet  circumftances  do 
not  allow  of  a further  profecution  of  the  fub- 
jeCt  at  prefent. 

F ew  phyficians  in  Europe,  during  an  at- 
tendance on  thefe  two  cafes  of  difeafed  liver, 
would  have  deemed  them  the  fame  dif- 
order,  the  fame  at  lead  as  far  as  regarded  the 
method  of  treatment ; yet  there  is  no  realbn 
to  entertain  a doubt,  but  that  a courfe  of  mer- 
cury would  have  proved  as  fuccefsful  in  the 
inert  enlargement  of  Pickering's  liver,  as  in 
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the  apparently  more  acute  flate  of  Kennet’s,  | 
.had  .it  formed  the  chief  dependance  of  the 
pradlitioner  at  the  commencement  of  the 
complaint  in  one  inftance,  and  had  it  been 
exhibited  with  fufficient  vigour  in  the  other. 

Gentlemen  therefore  ihould  be  cautious 
how  they  conclude  that  every  difeafe,  which 
diflers  in  appearance,  is  in  reality  a differ- 
ent dilbrder,  and  requires  a different  method 
of  cure.  However  various,  or  even  diame- 
trically oppofite  diforders  may  feem  in  warm 
climates,  the  moft  fatal  confequences  may 
follow  a difference  of  treatment.  The  caufe 
of  all  will  generally  be  found  pretty  much 
the  fame,  the  treatment  allb  nearly  the  fame, 
while  the  fymptoms  are  as  diredlly  contra- 
ry as  it  is  poffible  to  imagine. 

Practitioners  fhould  not  think  any  time  or 
trouble  vainly  beflowed  in  obferving  and 
noting  down  every  the  mod:  minute  cir- 
cumftance,  however  infignificant  it  may 
feem,  refpeCting  a patient.  From  this  fourcc 
alone  mufl  he  eflablifh  his  principles  of  prac- 
tice in  India;  for  he  will  foon  be  con- 
vinced that  he  is  not  to  expeCt  fuccefs  from 
a reliance  on  the  opinions  of  the  firft  phy- 
ficians  and  audiors  in  Europe. 
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
